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The following pages may seem few in number, but they contain 
the results of great research, and of long and deep consideration, 
The reasons for arriving at these results may appear to be often 
somewhat briefly, and even sometimes only impliedly, stated, but 
the author has never at any time seen much benefit to arise from 
elaborate displays of ratiocination. Truth as a rule is its o«n 
witness to the human conscience, and those who do not under- 
stand what is said in few and simple words will not be made lo 
understand any better by the most lengthy arguments. Ouv 
enquiries, it will be seen, are principally based on historical ai)d 
philological facts, in combination with what is witnei^sed in the 
present day on the surface of the earth. There may be some 
mistakes among the numerous derivations founded upon, but it it; 
believed that these, in so far as they exist, will not be of such 
number or value as in the slightest degree to invalidate the lead- 
ing deductions; and our learned readers are, with all due de- 
ference, requested lo be cautious in arriving at tiie conclusion 
that any of the derivations are incorrect, because they are no 
doubt aware that, in philologj', more perhaps than in any other 
science, what often appears at first sight to be incorrect, assumes, 
on closer investigation, a very different aspect. The author has 
endeavoured, as far as lies in liis power, lo avoid the influence 
uf all superstition, or groundless imaginations, u!id of ont-Mded 



views, in science as wtll as in religion. For haviiiy done so, he 
may incur condemnation from the supposed scientific as well as 
the supposed religious — for bigots, haughty and exclusive, and 
weak and narrow-minded brethren, are to be found in science just 
as much as in religion. But we are glad to say that the baleful 
power of every kind of bigotry, and of narrow-minded brethren, 
not only in science and religion, but even in politics, seems des- 
tined in Britain to pass away, nnd that ere long. We would 
only observe, that in politics the worst bigots are fond of calling 
themselves advanced liberals. On cause shewn, the author will 
be ready to defend the derivations in the following paper, and 
their applications; and should it appear that he is in error on 
any point, he will at once admit it, as the only object he has in 
view is the attainment of truth. 

A paper in substance the same as the present was prepared 
and was intended to have been read at the last meeting of the 
British Association for the Advancement of Science ; but as other 
papers of a more popular nature blocked up the way, the inten- 
tion was departed from, 

It will be observed that in the following pages one way of 
spelling some of the proper names is not adhered to. This course 
has been adopted in consequence partly .of the abnormal or erro- 
neous way in which certain of the vowels and consonants, and the 
words formed or partly formed of these vowels and consonants, 
arc pronounced in the English language; and also partly because 
there have been different and equally proper ways of pronouncing 
the same word, and consequently there ought to be different ways 
of spelling it; and it is of the greatest consequence in philology 
that these facts should be kept in remembrance. It is also to be 
borne in mind, that, humble as old Scotch and Gaelic words 
are, they may probably throw as much, perhaps more, light upon 
some philological enquiry than any word introduced with a great 



flourish of trumpets, and most deservedly — at least we must sup- 
pose so — as belonging to the renowned Sanscrit; and it is further 
to be borne in mind, that, if a word in one Iberian language 
(of this phrase, the reason and meaning will be ascertained from 
the following pages) such as the English, is not found in another 
Iberian language, such as the ancient Greek — for instance the 
word Lack, denoting privation — we may rest assured that in all 
probability it had existed among the Greeks at one period. As 
an instance of this, we may cite our English word Sun, which had 
been in common use in Greece in the form of Zan ; but this fact 
will not, so far as we are aware, be discovered from any ordinary 
Greek Dictionary.

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W THE HEBKEWS— THE PELASGI— THE 
I PHENICIANS— THE JEWS— 

Down to the present day, we End a race of Jews living in Abys- 
sinia, who are known by the name of Falaslia or Falasyans. 
They have the five books of Moses, but they have none of the 
other books of the Old Testament. Is it not therefore a reason- 
able inference to be drawn, that, before these other books were 
written, these Abyssinian Jews had ceased to have connection 
with the Jews of Palestine ? They themselves say that they are 
descendants of Jews who came into Abyssinia as attendants on 
Menilek, an alleged son of King Solomon and the Queen of 
Sheba. This tradition, as regards the existence of such a person 
as Menilek, is, on various grounds, held, by the most eminent 
authorities, to have no foundation, but it may still be held to be 
well founded as regards the Falasha having arrived in Abyssinia 
at an early period, both on account of the tradition itself, and 
from the facts already stated with reference to the Old Testament. 
But, as regards tlie words Falasha and Falasyan, we would 
here put a most deeply interesting question, Are these anything 
else than slight modifications of the old words Pelasgi and Pelas- 
gians, the well known names of a race of people whose origin has 
been hitherto hidden in the darkness of antiquity — a race settled 
in Greece and Italy long before the time of Herodotus himself? 



If they are such modifications, are we not, in that case, compelled 
to come to the conclusion, that the Jews in Abyssinia, now called 
Falttsha or Falasyans, are a remnant of the old Pelasgic race, 
and that the renowned old Pelasgic race themselves must there- 
fore have been Jews ? 

That the words Falasha or Falasyan are very slight modifi* 
cations oi Pelasgi and Pelasgian, will, it is believed, not be dis«j 
puted by philologists of any experience ; for it is well known to 
those acquainted with the changes which words undergo, that 
nothing is more common than for P to soften into F, and G into 
H or Y — Pelasgi having thus been softened into Falasha, and 
Pelasgian into Falasyan. 

But it may be asked, What was the reason why the name o€ 
Pelasgi was applied to the people so called ? And, in answer toj 
this question, we venture to submit, on grounds to be immediately 
stated, that it means those who had divided or separated — that 
is, those who had emigrated; for, when emigration takes plaoe^ 
the emigrants are necessarily divided from the original stock. 

It may be i-emarked, that we have many words, radical 
cognate to that of Pelasgi, both in the English, the Latin, thi 
Greekj and the Hebrew langnnges. For instance, in the English, 
we have fall and peel; in the Latin, palor, pello, and fallo; in 
the Greek, palor and apello; and in the Hebrew we have thi 
remarkable word Peleg, to be referred to more particularly after- 
wards. Now, on reflection, it will, it is thought, be admitted, 
that the fundamental idea out of which all the^e words had origi- 
nated was that of division or separation. It may also be adverted 
to that, both in Greek and in Latin, we find the word Pelagufl 
denoting the ocean ; and there can be no question that the ocean 
is the great physical separator of lands and nations. 

Holding, therefore, the words Falasha and Falasyans, and 
Pelasgi and Pelasgians, to be modifications of the same word, 
denoting the same people, we have further to submit, that the 
race of men known as Pelasgi were of the same race as those 
known, in differeut places, or at different times, by the names 
of Hebrews, Jews, Phenicians or Poeiii, Vends or Vandals, Gaels, 
Welsh) and by other names, which will be more particularly speci- 




f'fied hereafter, and lliat they extended themselves over all Europe, 
including Britain, Ireland, and the Western Islands of Scotland, 
as well as over almost all Asia and AA'ica, and, as there seems 
the strongest reason for holding, even to America itself, by way 
of the Pacific ocean, and especially by way of Easter Island in 
that ocean. 

It may be asked. How is the substantia! identity of these nations 
or races proposed to be proven? Our reply is, that it is pro- 
posed to be proven in three ways:— (1), By facts now existing: 
{2), By ancient history, contemporaneously written or traditional : 
and (3), By ancient geographical or ethnological names. 

As regards facts now existing, we find (1), that, as already 
stated, there are Jews existing in Abyssinia to this day, known as 
Falashn, a modiiication of Pelasgl, and that they say they have 
existed there since the time of Solomon ; {2), that Jews are still 
found to exist almost everywhere in the world, but especially in 
Greece and Italy, where the Pelasgi anciently existed ; and in 
North A&ica, where the Carthaginians or Poeni anciently existed ; 
and still more in Poland and tlie adjacent countries, where the 
Phoenr, Vends, or Vandals, anciently existed; (3), that the Jews 
regard themselves and are undoubtedly Hebrews ; (4), that the 
Jews, like the old Phenicians, Poeni, or Vends, have been, from 
time immemorial, and still are, great traders and financiers — the 
Jewish family of Bothschild being, in this respect, in the present 
day, the first in Europe or the world, whether as regards Jews 
or Christians. 

Secondly, As regards ancient history, contemporary and tradi- 
tional, and as well profane as sacred, there can be no doubt that 
it fully bears out the identity of the Hebrews and the other races 
above named. Sacred history, rightly regarded, entirely coin- 
cides with this view ; and it is completely corroborated by profane 
contemporaneous history, both Greek and Komau, and also by 
Greek, Roman, Spanish, German, British, and, beyond all, by 
. Irish traditional history. These traditions require of course to be 
arefully and discriminately sifted, to be stripped of their poetic 
»louring, exaggerations, anachronisms, and other mistakes, and 
especially of those arising from racial or national vainglory and 



prpjudice; but, when this is done — anJ, properly gone about, It is 
not difficult to do — the basis of fact will be found to be in full ac- 
cordance with the proposition now submitted. More particularly, 
we find in sacred history a general account given of the disper*- 
sion — that is, the migration — of the descendants of i^oah, in which 
they are represented as coming from the east to the plains of' 
Shinar, and as migrating from thence in a north, north-west, west, 
and south-west direction. We further find that Scripture (Genesis 
XI) represents that Eber or Heber was one of Noah's descend- 
ants, being the grandson of Arphaxad — Arphaxad being univer- 
sally held to have been connected with Chaldea; and there ia 
no good reason whatever for doubting thai the Hebrews — the 
children of Eber or Heber — were so named as being descended 
from Heber. We further find that the son of Higher, Peleg or 
Phalec — his name meaning division— was so named because the 
earth was divided in his day- — that is, certain of the descendants a£ 
Noah, after the migration from the east to Shinar, again migrated 
from Shinar in the various directions above mentioned. May it 
not then be most safely concluded that Peleg or Phalec, and the 
Pelasgi or Falasha, are not only names closely similar in ap-: 
pearance and sound, but that they are directly connected iq 
their origin with each other? And having brought the matter 
to this point in sacred history, we then find it taken up by the 
histories of Greece and Italy — two of the countries to which the 
Pelasgi went. In particular, we find that the Pelasgi came from 
the east to Greece and Italy, and colonized these countries at aa 
extremely early period. Cadmus, the PhenicLan, is represented 
as having come into Greece, where he introduced the worship 
of the Phenician gods, and also the Phenician alphabet; anil it 
has been calculated that this took place 1500 years before Christ — 
a calculation, in our opinion, not to be relied upon any further 
than as shewing that the Phenicians or Pelasgi arrived in Greece 
at a very early period ; for we have no doubt whatever that the 
story of Cadmus was simply the poetical way of narrating the 
arrival of the Pelasgi. We also find, from Greek and Latin, 
as well as from sacred history, that tlie Phenices, Pheni, or Poeni, 
were great emigrationists and commercialists, extending, a 




• well known, their trade to Britain itself, and planting numerous 
colonies, of which Carthage was the niost renowned. The name 
of Dido {Divide) seems to be a Latin translation of PeJeg or 
PeJasgi — her other name, Elissa, seeming to be a softened and 
contracted form of Pelasgi. We also find that Tyre and Sidon, 
the great Phenician cities, and their territories, were, according 
to the 19th chapter of Joshua, included in the lot of the tribe of 
Asher, and therefore formed part of the land of Israel ; and it is 
to be presumed that the Phenicians and the Israelites spoke sub- 
stantially the same language, their alphabet being essentially the 
same, as is clearly shewn by comparing the Greek alphabet, derived 
from the Phen c ans or Pelasgi tl il e Hebrew and Chaldean 
alphabets. ^\ e also find from s cred h story principally, that the 
religion of tie PI e lie ans and tie Israelites was practically the 
same. For tl e unquest onable nference to be drawn from Scrip- 
ture is, that Jehovah and Baal or Bel or El {Baal^Abba EI = 
Father El = Apollo or Abello — analogous to the formation of 
Jupiter =; Jove Pater or Father), were worshipped at one and the 
same time throughout all Syria. We find, for instance, Hiram, 
King of Tyre, represented, in the 5th chapter of 1st Kings, as ac- 
knowledging and praising Jehovah, We also find Balaam, the son 
of Beor, represented as doing the same thing in the time of Moses. 
Other clear proofs of the same fact could also be adduced. On 
the other hand, we find that, in the 19lh chapter of 1st Kings, it 
is expressly stated that only 7000 in all Israel had not bowed to 
Baal. Could anything more convincingly shew how prevalent 
was the worship of Baal among the Israelites? That Baal or Bel 
was worshipped by the Tyrians, by the Syrians generally, and 
by the Chaldeans and Babylonians (Ba-Bel-onians), is beyond 
all dispute. The difference, therefore, between the Phenicians 
and Israelites mainlv consisted in this, that the Phenicians were 
Israelites devoted to commerce, having two great commercial 
cities for their centres, whereas the rest of the Israelites were 
agricultural communities, or mainly so ; and we know in Britain 
itself, especially in past ages, what a great difference these different 
pursuits make between different communities formed of the same 
-people — between, for instance, natives of London and natives of 



the agricultural parts of Britain. In short, it seems to us quite 
* clear that there is no room whatever for the slightest doubt that 
the Phenicians and Israelites were one and the same people. 

We have, under our present head, been hitherto following up 
two of the branches of the historical evidence of our proposi- 
tion, anil we shall now proceed to a third branch. That the 
children of Ileber were anciently in Egypt is beyond all question- 
We are told in Scripture tliat Abraham was a descendant of 
Eber and indeed we might be disposed to see in his name a mo- 
dification of that of Eber, did Scripture not seem to he againat 
this view, but the difficulty may yet be reconciled. We ai 
further told that Abraham came from Ur of the Chaldees 1 
Canaan, went thence to Egypt, and returned to Canaan- 
significant series of migrations. We are also told that his do 
scendant Jacob or Israel — names of great significance — and hn 
children, went from Canaan to Egypt {after Jacob, be it ob" 
served, had been living in Mesopotamia, had married, and had all 
his children there except Benjamin), and ihpl in Egypt his d©^ 
scendants became very numerous — that Moses, one of these de- 
scendants, led a great multitude of his iel low-descendants, 
also "a mixed multitude," out of Egypt into Arabia — and tha^ 
after remaining there for a long peiuod, ihey attacked and con- 
quered the Cnnaanites — thus becoming the ruling race in Canaan.- 
But it is not said in Scripture that the whole of the Hebrews left 
Egypt — -and historically they are afterwards to be found there^ 
in very large numbers, being apparently as numerous and as indt* 
genous in Egypt (liaving a celebrated lemple^at Ileliopolis) s 
the Holy Land ilseif; and we also find them in great numbers, 
and equally indigenous, in Arabia. But, however these Hebrew* 
may be held lo have come to Egypt and Arabia, they were recog- 
H . nised to he of the same race as their brethren in Palestine. The 

y^ statements of (he hi storian Joseohus — himself a Jew — regarding 
his IsraeJitish forefathers having been the race called the Sliepherdf

borne in mind. And from the whole facts involved — into whi

r We have not space to enter further at present — we would infer **** ' 
that th e red pnt^ plp«inned racp , represented in ihe sculptures o^^^ ^\ 
ancient Egypt, were Hebrews — that being, it is believed, their pj-ve..^ 
normal complexion. The Jews are also historically known l*/"^ gj 
have existed in great numbers in Persia, Mesopotamia, Syria, •^ 
Asia Minor, and Italy, long before the Christian era. 

To prevent any misunderstanding on a most important point 
with reference to what has been already said, and still more with 
reference to what is to be said under our next head, it must al- 
ways be kept in recollection that the Israelites, including under 
that name the Phenicians, formed only a portion of the Hebrews. 
This is clearly and directly dedncible both from sacred and pro- 
fane history, and will also be immediately shewn on geographi- 
cal and ethnological grounds. The Scriptures do not represent 
Abraham and his descendants as being the only Hebrews, but 
only as being selected from amongst the Hebrews for a particular 
purpose. And the children of Hagar, Keturah, Esau, and their 
descendants, were Hebrews as well as those of Jacob himself. 

In order further to obviate any misunderstanding, it will also 
be observed, that, although the earih is said to have been divided 
in Peleg's day — a very long day indeed, it may be remarked, for 
he is stated to have lived 239 years — it is not said, nor is it any- 
where given to be understood, that the process of division or 
migration ceased in his day. In point of fact, the migrations of 
the human race, and the division of the earth, have been going 
on more or less, ever since, and never, it is believed, with greater 
vigour than in our own day. 

As the chronology of the leading events connected with the 
migrations of the Hebrews, Pelasgi, Phenicians, or Jews, is directly 
connected with their history, being in reality deduced from it, so 
far as such deduction could be made, the deducers having to deal 
with merely traditional or other imperfect data, a brief summary 
of such chronology shall now be given. 

Peleg is deduced to have died about 2000 years before Christ. 

The Pelasgi are deduced to have come into Greece about 1500 
years before Christ — that is, about the time that Moses is com- 
monly represented tojiave been a shepherd in Midian.

The Jews of Germany assert that they came there about 1200 

years before Christ — that is, during the alleged time of the Judges. 

The Jews of Spain and the Jews of Abyssinia assert that they 

came to these countries respectively in the time of Solomon — that 

is, about lOOO years before Christ, as commonly deduced. 

Carthage is deduced, by one computation, to have been founded 
by the Phenicians 1234, and, by another, 878 years before Christ. 
This variation as to the date of the foundation of Carthage shews 
how extremely uncertain ancient chronology is. It is, besides, a. 
well known fact that the three chief vereions of the Old Testa- 
ment, the Hebrew, the Samaritan, and the Septuagint, being all 
of equal authority in the present day, differ most materially ia 
their chronology from each other. Now, when this is tri 
regards the Bible, what reliance can be placed on mere tradi- 
tion? None, we reply, beyond this general result, that, at a re- 
mote period, much more remote, it is believed, than has been 
generally supposed, the race variously known as Hebrews, Pe- 
lasgi, Phenicians, and Jews, migrated from the country east of the 
Euphrates, called Iran, Persia, or Parthia, to Palestine, and to all 
the other countries on the face of the earth- 
In connection with these preliminary explanations, we shall 
now proceed, in the third place, lo see what light the old geogra- 
phical and ethnological names throw on the substantial identity 
of the people variously known as Hebrews, Pelasgi, Phenicians 
or Poeni, and Jews, We take the names in the order now stated, 
as Jleber must, to use the Scriptural phriLse, be held to have been 
the father of all the children of Hcber, and in particular he was 
the father of Peleg and the Pelasgi. But, while the geographical 
and ethnological names derived from the various names of the race 
shall in the main be kept separate, they will be occasionally re- 
ferred to in conjunction with each other, in order to shew all ihe 
more clearly the identity of the race under these different names. 
Commencing, then, with the name of Heber or Eber, under its 
various modifications, we find, beginning in the east, that in Persia 
there have been, from time immemorial, a race of people named 
Gebers or Guebres, of whom a remnant exists there to this day, 
faithful to the religion of their forefathers, though many formerly 



tecame Christians or MahonimeJans Guebre is evidenily a form 
f Eber or Heber, or rather it is the original name from which 
I Heber or Eber itself was formed, there being nothing so com- 
imon in langunge as for words beginning with G lo drop that 
lletter— for example, the English word " Guard," pronounced 
f-Scottice " Gerd"), forms, by dropping the G, the two words 
'*ward " and " herd." The name of Persia itself is believed to 
|be derived from Guebres or Ebers, contracted into Pers, mean- 
I ing the country of the Ebers or Guebres. The same ctmtrac- 
■ tion will be found in other most interesting instances to be after- 
wards adduced. The Guebres to this day are called in India 
Parsees. In the adjacent country of Mesopotamia, we have 
B largp river named, in latinized form, Chaboras— a tributary 
of the Euphrates — evidently deriving its name from the Ebers 
or Guebres, who had inhabited the country through which it 
flowed, it being a common custom, of which numerous instances 
shall be afterwards given, so to name rivers. The Chaboras is 
called by Strabo Abboras, and by Sozomen Aboras, shewing how 
Ch as well as G is dropped. In Arabia, Jews were anciently 
numerous, and there is still a tribe of Jews there who are called 
Beni Khaibr, the sons of the Guebre or Hebrew; and there was 
also a town in Arabia named labris. In Abyssinia, there is a 
river which was anciently named Astaboras, of which Eber is evi- 
dently one of ihe roots; and, as already adverted lo, we find there 
to this day Jews who are named Falasha or Pelasgi. We also 
find Iberia in Asia, between the Caspian and the Euxine, and 
forming part of the modern kingdom of Persia, The derivation 
of Iberia (pronounced Eberia) is self-evident. In the present 
day, it is called Imeriti, the B being converted into M. In 
Palestine, a large district on the east side of Jordan was called 
Perea, which name, along with those of the towns of Hebron, 
Beihagabris, and Bethabara, the Abarim Mountains, and Mount 
Itabyrium, are evidendy derived from Eber or Geber. The 
connection of the Hebrews with Palestine is universally known. 
The island of Cyprus (which ought of course to he pronounced 
Kyprus), distant 60 miles from Syria, and 40 from Asia Minor, 
, it is evident, also derived its name from the Guebres or 
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Hebers. In Asia Minor, we have the towns of Cabyra, Cabirai 
Iboi-R, Imbi'us, Baris, Barissa, and Pcusa, the people called Tibik-' 
reni, and the rivers Tliymbriis and Thymbrius — all names de- 
rived from the Guebres or Hebers — the conversion of C into 
T or Th, and the insertion of M before B, being commor 
language, of which we shall, in the course of our remarks, give 
further examples. The name of Phrjgia !s derivable from the 
same root, and Paroneia also, being the name of a district there* 
The habitation of the Hebrews in Asia Minor is beyond dis- 
pute — the most illustrious being the Apostle Paul, born at Tarsus^ 
who expressly declares himself to be a Hebrew of the Hebrews 
of the tribe of Benjamin — this statement as to ihe tribe of Ben- 
jamin not being susceptible of explanation so far as our know- 
ledge extends at present. In Thrace, we have the large river 
the Hebrus, the derivation of which from Heber is self-evident^ 
and which, like the river Chaboras, flowed through a country 
inhabited by the children of Eber. We have there also the 
towns of Bornoea, Bessapara, Selymbria, and Mesembria. In 
Thessfily, we have the large district of Perhaebia ( Eberhsebia), 
with the large river Peneus flowing along its boundary, and 
deriving its name from ihe Poeni, another name of the same race, 
and we also know that the same race, under the name of Pelasgi, 
were so numerous and powerful in Thessaly that it was called 
Pelasgia. In Bceotia, we have the district of Parasopias, in 
Attica the town of Brauron, among the Cyclades the island of 
Paros, and near the Hellespont the island of Imbrus. The Arca- 
dians were also called Parrhasians, and certain of the Spartans 
Parthenians. We have the Promontories of Zephyrium in Crete, 
of Caphareus in Eubsen, and of Cyparissus in the Peloponnesus. 
The same root Geber, Eber, Bar or Par, is traceable in all these 
names. The derivation of the name of Epirus (Eberus) is dis- 
cernible at once. It was, as might thence he inferred, inhabited 
by Pelasgi, and it was therefore also culled Pelasgia — Epirus 
and Pelasgia being thus .synonymous — and it is in the present 
day called Albania — Albanians being a name by which the race 
of Eber was also called, as wilt be afterwards shewn. There 
was also in Epirus a town named Phenice. Hesperia was nn 
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ancient name of Italy, and ut ispain. It is submitted that thia 

\ name was derived from Heber. Another derivation has been 
, namely, from Hesperus, the evening star. But, as often 

I happens, is this not reversing the derivation ? lias Hesperus not 
been derived from Hesperia? In corroboration of the derivation 
from Eber, we have Hispania as a name of Spain, and Hispaiis 
(the modern Seville) as the name of a most ancient and most 
important city of Spain, stated to have been founded by the 
Poeni. Now the name of Hispania is evidently derived from the 
Poeni — His- Poeni — and Hispalis from the Pelasgi, His-Pali; and 
may we not therefore most justly conclude that Hesperia is de- 
rived from Hes-Iberia ? The interesting question as lo these lliree 
names, Hesperia, Hispania, and Hispalis, is. What is the mean- 
ing of the prefix " Hes" or " His"? — and in answer to this ques- 
tion we are strongly inclined to suggest that it may he a modifica- 
tion of the word " west " — Italy being west as regards Epirus 
in Greece, and Spain west as regards Italy. Our view of the 
derivation of Hesperia is completely corroborated by t!ie fact that 
Spain was anciently also known by the name of Iberia (pro- 
nounced Eberia) — this being, as shewn above, the second syllable 
of Hesperia; and the name of Iberia clearly shews the direct 
connection of Spain with the children of Eber, We find the 
river Iberus (now Ebro) in Spain flowing through the country of 
the Celliberians, just as we found the Hebrus in Thrace, the 
Chaboras in Mesopotamia, and the Astaboras in Abyssinia. We 
also find a town named Cataberra on the Iberus, just as we find 
the name of Calabria in Italy. It may be here adverted to that 
there has always been to ua something of the nature of an enigma 
about the German Vandals having conquered Spain in the year 
411 of the Christian era; and about their country Andalusia— 
that is, Vandalusia — lying in the most southern part of Spain; 
and about their conquests iu Africa — an enigma never as yet 
cleared up to our satisfaction. In point of fact, Was all this 
not brought about by the native Jews or Vandals of Spain ? But 

Linto this matter we cannot enter further at present, as it would 

['take up too much time. 

Keverling again to Italy, from which we were {Iriiivn through 
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Hesperia having been a common name of Italy and Spain, we 
submit [bat the Aborigines wbo inbabited Italy derived their name 
from Eberor Aborj for although another derivation, well known 
and somewhat plausible, may be assigned, yet, on thorough investi- 
gation, it is found not to be satisfactory. Tijeir name is, in truth, 
believed to be a modification, or perhaps the first form of Brigaatii, 
to which we shall afterwards refer. We also find in Italy the 
Bruttii, whose name was spelled and pronounced by the Greeks 
Bretlioi. The first letters Br have been contracted from Eber, 
as in other similar cases, and this is made all the more evident 
by the modern name of the same district, namely, Calabria. As 
shall be afterwards adverted to, the Bruttii strongly adhered to 
and supported Hannibal, the Carthaginian, he being of the same 
race with themselves. These Bruttii or Brettioi were no doubt 
connected with the Breis of Bretagne in France, and of Great 
Britain, explaining the ancient British tradition of Brutus coming 
from Troy, as sung by the druidic bards in their historico- 
mylhological lays ; but we have no doubt they first represented 
him as coming from Tyre in Phenicia— the misnomer having 
arisen afterwards. The Tyber, that small but renowned river, 
has got its name from flowing amongst the children of Eber — the 
tribe of Umbri, among whom it flowed, being, as their name 
shews, and as their territory proves, the children of Eber. The 
Umbri lived on both sides of the Appenines in Italy, the name of 
Appenines meaning, it is submitted, the hills of the Poeni^this 
of itself shewing that the Umbri and Poeni were the same race, 
We have the town and river of Umbro, and the town of Perusia, 
in Etruria. We have the Brigantes in the Tyrol, near ancient 
Vindelicia. It may also be mentioned, that, in Vindelicia, 
(modern Bavaria), there was a river named the Amber. In 
France, we have the towns of Ebrodunura and Ilebromannum 
(Hebrew men), of which the modern name is Embrau, a clear 
instance of the insertion, in the course of time, of M before B. 
We also find the tribe of the Parisii, who have given their name to 
the modern metropolis of France; and the tribes of the Ambarii 
in the east of France, of the Eburovices-Aulerci, and Abrincatui, 
within the limits of modern Normandyj and the Eburones witliin 
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I the limits of modern Belgium. The Br in Bretagne, like the Br 
I in Bruttii or Brettioi m Italy, is, it is submitted, a contraction of 
[ Eber; but this we shall consider more at length in connection 
I with Great Britain. It may be further observed as to Bretagne 
L ihat the Veneti, who were a commercial race of obvious descent 
I from the Phenicians, lived there in Csesar's time, shewing that the 
I Brets and Veneti were the same people, and clearly proving their 
common origin from the Hebrews or Phenicians, 

Coming now to Great Britain, the formation of the word Bri- 
tain, in so far as the Br was contracted from Eber, has been 
already referred to. The contraction of the Eber in Britain 
was only carrying it a little further than the contraction of Eber 
in Persia. That Britain was originally Eberitain, there is every 
reason for believing. That it was anciently pronounced Berton 
or Barton is shewn by the name of Dumbarton. Indeed, the 
contraction which Britain has undergone is most aptly illus- 
trated by the unquestionable contraction of Hispania into Spain. 
The name of our river Humber is tlie same as that of the rivers 
Umbro in Italy and Amber in Vindelicia, the derivation of which 
from the children of Eber has been already stated. The Parisii, 
it will be observed, inhabited the banks of the Humber, _In 
the neighbourhood was the Bay then known as Gabrantuicorum 
Portuosus Sinus, now Burlington Bay, The Gabran in this 
name is no doubt a form of Guebre. Gabrosentum was the 
name of a town near Newcastle-on-Tyne. Eboracum^lhe an- 
cietn name of the city of York — the chief city of Britain at one 
period— not far from the Humber, and of the derivation of which 
no satisfactory account has ever yet been given — seems beyond all 
question to be derived from the same root, Eboracum, in being 
converted into York, has undergone a much greater change than 
Eberitain in being converted into Britain. York, it will be borne 
in mind] was situated in the territory, and was the capital, of the 
Brigantes, the first syllable of which name has probably undergone 
a similar change to that of Britain itself, in being contracted from 
Eberigantes, a name bearing a close resemblance to, and infer- 
ing the same origin as the Italian Aborigines. The name of 
P Cumberland is a relic of these Brigantes, as they were also known 



as Cimbri or Cumljri, as Bhitll be alluded to more particularly 
afterwards. There was a town in Northumberland, in the lerri* 
tory of the Briganles, named by the Romans Bremenium, and 
which evidently meant the Hebrew-men. In connection witk 
this, it will be found most si<rnificant that a well known HanM: 
town of the same namfr — Bremen — existed in Germany, where 
the Vends or Vandals were settled. The Brigantes of Britain. 
had in their territory the Alpes Peninfe Mountains, the Poeni 
here making their joint appearnnce in connection with the Bri- 
gantes — this of itself clearly shewing Uiat tliey were the same: 
people. It may be also mentioned, as most significant, that the^ 
Brigantes in Switzerland, or rather in the Tyrol, also lived at tb* 
Appenina Alpes in that region ; and, as already mentioned, the 
Umbri lived on both sides of the Appenines hi Italy. It would 
be most unreasonable to infer these coincidences to be merely 
fortuitous. The name of the town and county of Berwick is ft 
relic of the Brigantes, in which the first syllable approaches more 
nearly to Eber. M'e find the river Abravannum in Galloway, 
in the south of Scotland, and the promontory of Berubiui 
Caithnes;s in the extreme north, and the celebrated Castle <rf 
Dumbarton or Durabreton, the seat of the kings who ruled over 
the Britons or Cumbri of the west of Scotland. The names of 
the Parishes of Cumbernauld and Cummertrees are relics of the 
name of the same people. That these names are connected with 
the race of Eber will, it is tboujrht, be held to be obvious, and so 
also the names of the town of Dunbar, of Lochaber, of die parisb 
of BaiTy, and of other places in Scotland ; and certainly the name 
of the Western Isles — the Hebrides — embottieii the name of Heber 
with scarcely any contracdon whatever. 

We now come to Ireland ; and should any doubt still exist a 
to the derivation of Eritiun from Eber, or as to any of the other 
derivations of which we have been treating, this, it is thought, will 
be entirely removed when the ancient name and traditions of that 
Britannic isle are taken into due consideration. For, in the ait- 
cient name of Ireland — Hibernia — the name of Heber is retained 
without any contraction whatever. And not only so, but Ireland 
having also preserved a great deal of very ancient tradition, ' 
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ibeve find lleber — that is, the children of Heber — represented as 
coming from ihe east, and us landing in Spain, of which fact 
ve have already had ample proof, and as proceedinn; from Spain 
to Ireland. It is most interesting to find, in an iiJand in the 
extreme west of Europe, so far away from Persia and Palestine, 
the memory of the migrations of the children of Heber should 
^ave been preserved with so much distinctness. And in full ac- 
cordance with the old name and traditions of Ireland, it is men- 
tioned by Ptolemy that Brigantes, and also the Velibori, dwell in 
Ireland, and he also mentions that a promontory in Ireland was 
called the Phenician Promontory. 

It may be allowed to be observed as not without interest, in 
connection with the origin of the names of the Britannic Isles 
and the race of Eber that an undoubted descendant of that race 
has lately occupied the position of Prime Minister in the govern- 
iDent of Her Most Gracious Majesty the Queen of Great Britain 
and Ireland. 

We may also advert to a most interesting point in connection 
with the Britannic Isles as to the origin of thdr population. 
A great many towns, especially in Britain, are known to this day, 
and many more were known in former times, by the name of 
Caer, mostly allered in modern times to Car, such as Carmarthen, 
Cardiff, Carlisle, Caerlaverock, Carluke, Crail, Carrick, Car- 
low, and so on. London itself was once called Caer Lundene, 
though the Caer bas long been drop])ed. The Caers or Cars in 
these names are the abbreviated forms of Carth in Carthagena 
in Spain, and in Carthage in Africa, and of the Kiriath in 
Kirtath Jearim, and other cities in the Holy Land — thus further 
proving the close connection in descent between the ancient peo- 
ple of Palestine and Persia and the people of Great Britain and 
Ireland, 

We traced the footsteps of the children of Eber to and in Italy, 
and then mainly westward; we slmll now proceed from Italy 
towards the north. We find in Rhaslia the tribes of the Brix- 
lentae and the Brigantes, in Vindelicia the tribe of Brenni, the 
itown of Bericiana, and the river Amber — a modification, as already 
!en, of the name of the rivers Umbro in Italy and Humber in 



Britain, of Hebrus in Thiace, Iberus in Spain, Chaboias in Meso- 
potamia, and Astaboras in Abyssinia — all so named from the 
children of Eber dwelling on llieir banks. In Austria, we find 
ihe town of Gabromagus. Crossing the Danube, we find the 
towns of Eburodunum and Eburum in Moravia, and further north 
the Burii, and west the Sicambri and Ansibarii. We also find the 
town of Bremen — that is, of Hebrew-men — in motiern Hanover. 
And we have to submit that the name of the comparatively 
modern, but now renowned, kingdom of Prussia is derived from 
the same root. This, as in the parallel case of the city of York, 
is made clear by its name in Latin — Borussia. And this will 
be seen still more conclusively wlien we come to point out that 
modern Prussia was anciently inhabited by Vends or Vandal: 
that is, the Pheni or Phenicians^and that Jews abound in 
great numbers there to this day, two lately dead — Neander and 
Mendelssohn — being illustrious, the first in theology, the second 
in music. And it is most interesting thus to find three such 
countries as Persia, Great Britain, and Prussia, all deriving their 
names from the same race. And let it be furtlier remarked] 
as to ancient Germany, that, inferring, as we have every reason 
to do — that the name of the Cimbri is a modification of Eber 
or Guebre — the insertion of M before B being, as we have said, 
a well known modification in language — we then understand who 
the Cimbri or Ambrones were, when they, along with the Ten- 
tones, came from Germany into Italy about 100 years before the 
Christian era, and filled the Komans with dreadful consterna- 
tion, until completely overthrown and subdued by Cains Marius. 
About 500 years after, however, the same races, nnder the name 
of Goths and Vandals, again came from Germany, and were suc- 
cessful in taking Rome, and in overthrowing the western Bomaa 
Empire, 

We have been hitherto mainly prttceeding in a westerly and 
north-westerly direction from Persia — we shall now take a brief 
general glance towards the north, the east, and south of that 
country, and, reverting to Africa, shall cross over to America,, 
and then conclude the proof on the present point. 

From what has been already stated, it is evident that the Per- 



pans— after wai'ds called the I'aflliiaiis — had derived these names 
From that of Geber or Eber; and, in connpction with tlie same 
names, we find, in tlie north of Persia, a range of mountains 
known as the Elburz. East of Persia — in Bactria and Affghan- 
istan (parts of ancient Iran)^we have — derived from the same 
root — the names .of the Paropnmisan Mountains, the iribe and 
river of Gauri or Ghoiie, tlie tribe of the Khjherees, and the 
celebrated Khyber Pass — being the cliief way of access from an- 
cient Iran into Hindostan. Further south, we have the Brahooic 
Mountains. About and among the vast range of mountains in or 
surrounding Iran — and which it may be suggested oirghi to be 
called the Aryan or Iranian range — cliiefiy formed of tlie Cau- 
casian, the Elburz, the Paropamisan, the Hindoo Coosh, the 
Soliman, and the Brahooic ranges — are still to be tbnnd descend- 
ants of the Eberians, and who, at least in Hindoo Coosh, are most 
interesting from their stiil preserving their ancient religion and 
customs. The AfFghans have a tradition that iliey are descended 
from the Israelites, thus reversing the order of the undoubted 
connection existing between ihcm. The name of Siberia itself is 
evidently connected with that of Eber. In Hindostan, we find 
Gebres or Parsees, the kingdoms or provinces of Berar, Baliar, 
and Malabar, and the Bramins themselves appear to have derived 
their name from Eber, though it seems to bo very evident, from 
llieir respective positions in India, that the Bramins had come into 
India at a different period from the Gebres or Parsees. In India 
beyond the Ganges, we find the kingdom of Burmali, In the 
great eastern archipelago, we have Borneo, the largest island in 
the world excepting Australia — the derivation of die name of 
Borneo from Eber being submitted to be obvious. Crossing the 
Indian ocean to Madagascar, we there find the Beni Ibrim — 
though this name may perhaps be held to mean ihe sons of Abra- 
ham J but, if it were so, it would be a matter of no consequence, 
ns the sons of Abraham are sons of Eber differentiated in a reli- 
gious point of view. And on the neighbouring continent of 
Africa, in addition to what has been already slated as to Egypt 
and Abyssinia, we have — evidently derived from Geber or Eber — 
iftfie Caffres and Caffrariii, Zanguebar, the .\mliLira, and, crossing 
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the centre of Africa, the kingdoms of Beigoo, Boinou, and Bam- 
barra, the Berbers and Barbary along its nortltern coast, and 
the rivers Gambia and Calabar upon its west coast. And we 
have very great confidence in the truth of what is now to be sub- 
mitted, thai Peru, Paraguay, Brazil, and and various other pLaces 
in South America, but especially Peru, had derived their names 
from the race of Eber, and that it is therefore no mere accidental 
coincidence that the red complexion of the Hebrews in the paint- 
ed figures of ancient Egypt should correspond with the red com- 
plexion of the inhabitants of America. We find that in Peru, 
and in other places in America, before the Spaniards arrived, 
they used copper, built Cyclopean and most beautiful edifices, 
practised agriculture, and worshipped the sun and the rest of the 
heavenly host, all as the Eberians did in ancient Iran. The dis- 
tance from the Gambia in Africa to Brazil is only 1400 miles,, 
islands being also betwixt them, so thai the Eberians in Africa 
may have arrived in America by that short route; but, judging 
from the architectural remains in Eastern and other islands in the 
Pacific, we must also conclude that the Eberians of the Indian 
Archipelago had probably arrived in America by way of that 
ocean, the whole relative traditional facts as to Peru correspond- 
ing with this view. 

Having thus traced the migrations of the race of Geber, Heber, 
or Eber, overall the world, by means of the ancient application 
of these names in their various forms and combinations — and it 
must be understood that very many more most interesting in- 
stances of their application could be adduced — we shall now pro- 
ceed to tiace in the same way the migrations of the same race 
under the name of the Pelasgi, by means of the application of the 
various forms and combinations of that name. 

The race having, as has been and will be afterwards seen, 
migrated from Iran, it is submitted that the name of Palestine 
itself is a form of Pelasgi. In Egypt, we find the name of Pel 
sium applied to a town of the greatest importance — and which 
town was also known by the name of Abarim (Eberim) — the two 
principal names of the race having thus been applied to ii. In 
Abyssinia, we have, as already adverted to, an existing race of Jews 




plcnown by the name of the Falasha — a very slight modilicatjon 
of Pelasgi — a fact of the greatest importance in ethnology. In 
Asia Minor, there was the tribe of the Philyres, and also the 
Peltae ; but the derivation of Peltae from Pelasgi may perhaps be 
questioned. In Greece, the Pelasgi had settled to such an ex- 
tent that the Greeks were, by Latin authors, called the Pelasgi, 
Thessaly was named Pelasgicum Argos, Peloponnesus Pelasgia, 
and Arcadia Pelasgis. The name of Peloponnesus had been de- 
rived from the same root — the mythological origin assigned to it 
being a poetical fiction based on the existence of the Pelasgi in 
the Peloponnesus. Phalasia was and still is the name of a cape 
in the island of Euboea. Pelasgia was a name of Epinis (Eberus) 
a strong proof of the identity of the Pelasgi and Eberians, Pela- 
gonia was the name of a district in Macedonia. Several towns in 
Greece derived their names from the same people. In Italy, the 
Pelasgi had numerous and important settlements. We find the 
tribes of the Peligni in Southern Iialy, and of the Phalisci in 
Etruria. The first name of Rome itself was Valentia or Palenlia 
— V and P being interchangeable letters — thus shewing Rome to 
have been a Pelasgian town ; and we may thence infer thai the 
Palatine Hill — other alleged derivations notwithstanding — had de- 
rived its name from being occupied by the Pelasgi. The Bruttii 
or Brettioi, already referred to as Eberians, had a town named 
Vibo Palentia. In France and Spain, there were several towns 
named Valentia; another in Spain named Valeria, which be- 
longed to the Celtiberians, and there was also another named Pal- 
antia. There is still a province in Spain named Valencia, part 
of ancient Celtiberia, and whose chief town is Valencia. Pro- 
iding northwards, we find Poland — a most peculiar country as 
;ards the Jews — for they exist there, in the present day, in far 
greater numbers, it is believed, than anywhere else throughout the 
whole world — and they have existed there for many ages — it is 
impossible lo say how many — certainly long before the period of 
ritten records in northern Europe, at least of any records now 
;tflot. Before the Christian era, tlie Jews or Eberians in Poland 
Te also known as Vends or Vandals. And has the name of 
[ — notwithstanding other alleged derivations — not been de- 
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rived from ihe Pelasgi? We have seen tliat ilie Jews in Abys- I 
siuia are to this day called Faksha or Pelasgi. And in Polaod I 
had they not called ihemselves, or been called, by a modification 1 
of the same name, namely, the Phalen ? We have West-phalia or I 
Fhaleu in Germany. Is Poland not in point of fact East Plialia I 
or Phalen ? There must have been in Europe at one period an I 
East Phalen, in contradistinction to West Phalen, It is an in- M 
disputable historical fact, that West Phalia was inhabited in for- I 
mer times by an immense number of Jews or Pelasgi, in the samp I 
way as Poland. Hence doubtless had arisen their names of Phalen I 
and West Phalen, And again coming to Ireland, a country, as I 
already seen, called Ilibernia, from the Eberiaus, we find that J 
it was also anciently called Innisfail — that is, the Island of the I 
Fail or Pelasgi. The origin of the name of Innisfail has oc- I 
casioned much perplexity to antiquarians ; but, viewed in the cleat M 
light in which it is now placed, its derivation is obvious — the names 1 
of Hibernia and Innisfail having both been derived from the same 1 
people. The names of the island of Valentia — brought into pro- 1 
minence lately in connection with the telegraph to America — and 1 
of the ancient tribe of the Volantii, are both evidently derived from J 
the Fail or Pelasgi. And it may be observed as to the stonea 
In the royal throne in Westminster Abbey — brought from Scoaefl 
in Scotland, and said, or rather sung, by the bards (hut fictitiously, ■ 
it is believed), to have been first brought from Ireland — that it was 1 
anciently called Liath Fail, a name Englished into the Stone of I 
Destiny — no better meaning having been seen by diose who so J 
Englished it ; but, in point of fact, the name had meant the Stone m 
of the Fail — that is, the Stone in connection with which the rulen I 
of the Fail were publicly acknowledged to be such when the suc>fl 
cession opened to them — for stones were anciently greatly con-rfl 
nected with tliese rites, there being one to this day in the Island ofV 
Islay, whereon the Lords of the Isles were inaugurated in tbel 
olden time. And it nmst be concluded, from the name of thel 
stone formerly at Scone, now at Westminster, that the ancieticl 
Scots regarded themselves as Fail, Phalen, or Pelasgi. M 

Returning to Persia, we find that dte ancient language of thatfl 
country was called Pehlevi, a word said to signify Valour andfl 
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Power. But the important question arises, is this the primary, or 
is it a secondary, meaning ? An example may be given of what 
is meant. The name of Frank primarily denoted a particular 
race of men — -in point of fact it is believed Frank is clearly trace- 
able to Eber. But Frank also acquired the secondary or de- 
rived meaning of bold and free, because the Franks were so. In 
like manner, we would ask, Did not the name Pehlevi primarily 
denote Pelasgi ? And as the Pehlevi were a powerful and valiant 
race, did Pehlevi not thus come to signify these qualities ? 

In Persia and Bactria, we also find the names of towns partly 
composed of the syllable Pal, suggesting their origin in connec- 
tion with the Pehlevi or Pelasgi. 

The name of Beloochistan, forming part of ancient Iran, may 
also be held to suggest the same origin. 

In the East Indies, we find a widespread race called the Bhils 
or Bheels, their name suggesting their probable connection with 
the Pelasgi ; there being also other grounds for arriving at the 
same conclusion ; but into these we have not space to enter at 
present. 

Having thus shewn how widely spread were the Pelasgi, we 
shall next trace the same race under the name of the Phoenicians 
or Phenicians, by means of the various forms, or modifications, or 
combinations, of that name. The syllable Phoen or Plien, liable 
to be softened into Veen or Ven, or hardened into Pcen or Pen, 

^0^ otherwise modified, is the root of the word Phcenicia, and of its 
^Various forms and modifications. Meanings have been, or may 
t>e, ascribed to the root — one or more of them rational enough, 
and consistent with a comprehensive view of the facts involved, 
and perhaps well founded, but, as already adverted to, the great 
difficulty in these matters is to determine which meaning is pri- 
mary, which secondary, which tertiary, and so on. We may 
briefly allude hereafter to what may be deemed the primary mean- 
iDg of the root of the name of the Phenicians in its various forms 
and modificadons. In the meantime, we shall only further re- 
mark generally with reference to the Phenicians, under the various 
forms and modifications of their name, that they were a great race 
^Ughly and most justly renowned for their commercial and colonial 
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enterprise, and for their naval, and— perhaps in less degree — for 
their military abiliiy and power. 

In tracing ihe application of the name, we must of course c 
mence with Phenlcia in Syria as being the great starting point 
from whence the race and the name were, or rather are t 
monly supposed to have been, originally diffused. In Egypt, we 
have Phccnicon as the name of two cities, and we have the same 
name as the name of a city in Arabia. In Asia Minor, 
find the kingdom of Pontus ; and the Heneti, and the Heniocbi 
situated on the shores of the Euxine. We have the river 
Peneos in Thessaly, one of the same name in Arcadia, the tribe 
of the Pteones and towns of the name of Fines in Macedonia and 
Dacia. There were four towns of the same name of ITines in 
Italy — one in Venetia, one in modern Lorabardy, one at the Ap- 
penninae Montes, and one in the territory of the Umbri. Tiio 
names of Venice and Venetia are evidendy derived J"rom or cog- 
nate with, that of the Phenicians. The high historical and mer- 
cantile renown of Venice (Fines), at the head of the Adriatic Sea, 
is universally known — rivalling that of the kindred cities of Tyre 
and Carthage. Crossing from Italy to Africa, we find the city 
last named — Carthage — a city of unquestionable Phenician origin, 
its citizens being called, by their great enemies the Komans, the 
Poeni. As clearly shewing the change in form which words un- 
dergo, the well known fact may be adverted to, that the adjective 
formed from the noun Poeni was Punicus. It is altogether unne- 
cessary to dilate upon the splendid colonial and mercanlile enter- 
prise, and the great naval and military prowess, of the Cartha* 
ginians. In perusing all ancient history, we perhaps never feel 4 
stronger pang of regret than when the ancient, the rich, 
noble city of Carthage, after having waged with its mighty rival 
Home, fierce and protracted wars, with various success, is aX, 
length finally overthrown and completely destroyed. But thq 
inhabitants of the surrounding country would still remain Poeoj 
to a very great extent, and had no doubt much lo do with th^ 
formation of the Vandal kingdom in the same region of Africa in 
the 5ih century — this being in every way a most interesting hiv 
lorical connection. Ii has been already indicated that the ancieal 
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form of the name of Spain — Hispania — and consequently the 
name of Spain itself — were derived from the Poeni; the other 
name of that country — Iberia — having been, as already shewn, 
derived from another name of the same race. There was also in 
Spain a town of the wide spread and renowned name of Fines 
(Venice or Phenice.) In France, there was, as already adverted 
to, the Veneti — the same race, no doubt, as the Heneti on the 
Euxine, the Veneti of Italy, and the Venedi of Germany — and 
there was also a town named Fines. In Great Britain, there 
were the tribe of the Venicontes, the Alpes Penninae Mountains, 
and a town, on or near what are now the borders between England 
and Scotland, also named Fines. The numerous towns in Britain 
named Ventae were also probably connected with, and had de- 
rived their names from, the Phenicians. In Ireland, tliere were 
also to be found the Venicontes, and a promontory named the 
Phenicum Promontorium. And as the people of Ireland were 
seen, with reference to the names of Hibernia and Innisfai), 
to have adhered most tenaciously to ancient tradition, so the 
race named the Fenians or Phenicians are, in Irish traditional 
history, made to play a most important part in ancient Ireland, 
their name having been very absurdly revived in the jiresent day 
to denote an extremely foolish party of Irish patriots, who may be 
truly said to have nothing whatever but their self-assumed name in 
common with the wise, old, industrious Pheni, Phenians, or Phe- 
nicians. Proceeding to Germany and the surrounding countries, 
We there find the clearest proofs of the Pheni, Veni, Venedi, Vinds, 
Vends, or Vandals — these, it is self-evident, being all forms of the 
same name — having anciently inhabited these regions to a vast 
extent. Vindelicia was the ancient name of modern Bavaria and 
certain large adjacent territories. There was also another Vin- 
delicia, comprising the whole of the north of Germany, and part 
of which now forms the greater part of the present kingdom of 
Prussia. The Vandals have been already referred to in connec- 
tion with the Hebrews or Cimbri of Germany, forming — the He- 
brews or Cimbri and the Vandals — substantially the same race of 
people; much in the same way as the English and the Scotch are 
known to be the British. And what clenches the proof on this 



poicit in a most singular and higlily inleresling manner is tlie fact, 
already alliidtd to, that the Jews have been, before and during the 
period of written history, and still are, more numerous in Ger- 
many and Poland than in any other country in ihe world. The 
Grand Dukes of Mecldenburg are well known to be directly de- 
scended from the ancient Vandal Princes of northern Vindelicia. 
Proceeding farllier north, we come to Finland, formerly a pro- 
vince of Sweden, and now of Russia, the name of which seems 
very evidently to be derived from the same people. The King of 
Sweden still styles himself the King of ihe Goths and the Vandals 
■ — thns shewing how very numerous the Vandals had anciently 
been in these northern regions. And retracing our steps towards 
the south, to a country which should properly have been alluded 
to sooner, we come to ancient Pannonia, now modern Hungary, 
with reference to which, it is submitted, that it seems to be quite 
obvious that the name of Pannonia was derived from the Poeni 
or Phenicians. 

We have now traced over the world, and especially over Asia 
and Europe, the migrations of the Hebrews, the Felasgi, and 
the Phenicians, by means of these three general names in their 
various modifications and applications. But, very numerous as 
are the modifications and applications of these three names, as 
given above, they do not nearly exhaust the whole number, though 
the most important of them have, it is believed, been adduced. 
But, in addition to these three general names, we have every 
reason to believe that the same race, in its own various modifica- 
tions, and in its different locations, were also known by other 
names, formed of, or derived from, certain other roots — each root 
giving rise, as a matter of course, to its own peculiar class of 
names. Of these other roots, one was El, Al, II, or Hel, the 
origin of the application of which, in naming the race, seems to be 
traceable to the fact that the race were, as has been already ad- 
verted to, worshippers of !il or Btl. We have, for instance, EJam, 
a name by which part of Persia was anciently known, and which . 
formed a kingdom ; Persia or Iran always appearing to be the 
fountainhead of the race, whatever may be its name. The name 
of lilhmi and rhat of Babel or Babylonia are evidently allied, ati4J 
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f the country or countries which these names denoted were either 
the same, or were adjacent to each other, Alhania, between the 
Caspian and tlie Euxine; the Hellenes and Helots of Greece — 
these names being, it is believeil, synonymous for the Greek 
Pelasgi ; the Gaels ov Gauls or Wales or Welsh of Galatia, Wal- 
lachia, Italy, France, and Britain; the Helvetii of Switzerland; 
the island of Elba; the tribe of the Elvii in France ; Albion, an 
ancient name of Great Britain ; the river Albis {the modern Eilie) 
of Germany, and which flowed through the territory of the Van- 
dals (Vand-Als); and the Helleviones of ancient Sweden — are all 
names denoting the same people, and derived from the same root. 
In the Gaelic language of the Scottish Highlands, the names of 
Scotland are, to this day. Alba and Albatn, und the name of a 
Scotchman is Albannaich, There is also a large part of Scotland 
still called Breadidbane — of which it is believed the meaning is the 
braes or high land of Albain. And it will also be kept in view, 
ns having a most direct and strongly illustrative bearing on what 
is now being advanced, that Beltane is a word still in use in parts 
both of Scotland and Ireland, as denoting the times at which fires 
! anciently lighted in honour of Bel — Bel-leine meaning in 
I Gaelic the lire of Bel — and this word is used by Burns in his 
Ipoetry as denoting a day as well known in Ayrshire as Christmas 
lor New Year's Day is known over Britain. And, while engaged 
1 in writing this paper, we observe in a newspaper the following 
I remarkable and interesting paragraph: — "St John's Eve [Bel- 
" tane], Old Style [1871], was this year observed in Shetland in 
'* accordance with the usual custom of observing the summer 
" solstice. Seven bonfires were kindled on the different heights 
'* around the ancient hamlet of Sound, and the children leaped 
" over them just as their ancestors did a thousand years ago in the 
" same hamlet, and their still remoter ancestors in eastern lands 
ly thousand years ago." Originally, the seven bonfires had 
bo doubt allusion to the sun and moon and the five anciently 
^nown planets. Why the writer of the paragraph fixes on a 
[thousand years as the time when the ancestors of the boys referred 
o had performed the same acts in Shetland we catniot say; but 
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he would no doubt have been equally correct had be fixed on a 
much more remote period when they had done so. 

To specify all the other ancient names of places in Asia and 
Europe known to have commenced with Al, El, Hel, II, and Ol — 
these syllables being all modifications of the same sound — would 
be tedious. It may, however, be generally mentioned that there 
were not less than considerably upwards of 200 names of places 
having these syllables embodied. Among these was the renowned 
city of Ilium or Troy — the name ol Troy being, it is believed, 
connected with that of ancient Tyre; there being also a Troyes 
in France, a town the origin of which is also no doubt connected 
with die same wide spread race. In passing, it may be asked, was 
the war of Ilium or Troy not a war of races, one a white or fair 
race, as denoted by their name (the Argivi), and one less fair? 

It may be remarked, that, though Wallachia thus derived its 
name from one of the names of the Jewish race, there has lately 
been a most detestable persecution of the Jews in that country, 
with reference to which we believe Great Britain had the high 
honour of taking eftective steps to put a stop to acts of cruelty 
of the most disgraceful description. 

Another root from which were derived certain of the names 
of the same race was Chal or Cal, The race seem to have 
been the great, in all probability the original and exclusive, 
workers in metal; and as, in the main, metal can only be 
got and be worked by means of heat, it may be held that the 
word Chal or Cal denotes beat, having direct relationship to the 
Latin word calor, and the English word scald. We find the 
Chaldeans were the neighbours of the Babylonians and the Per^ 
sians; that the Chalybonites dwelt in the north of Syria; that 
the tribe of Chalybes or Chaldaei — the connection of these names 
with metallurgy seems very clear — and the town of Chalcedoa, 
were in Asia Minor ; that the towns of Chalcis and Calydon wen 
in Greece ; the Calabri in Italy ; ihe Callaeci in Spain ; the Caleltf 
and Caletum (Calais) in France; two towns named Calatum aild| 
one named Caleva in England; the Caledonians in Scotland 
and, in Germany, die Chauci (Chalci) Majores in Bremen; 
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tbe Chauci Minores in Friesland and Oldenburg, There were at 
least fifty other names in Western Asia and Europe formed from 
Chal and its mod locations, but those given seem to be sufBcient to 
establish how widespread and important were the names derived 
from that root. 

Nothing has been hitherto said about the Jews — that is to say, 
ill so far as the Jews are expressly so called in history — but there 
cannot, it is thought, be the slightest donbt, from what Is univer- 
sally known, and from the proofs already adduced, that the Jews 
were essentially the same race with the Hebrews, the Pelasgi, and 
the Pheniclaus or Poeni, It may be remarked, that the word 
Jew seldom occurs in the Old Testament, and that not till several 
centuries after the reign of King David — from which it may 
be deduced that it is a name of comparatively late origin. It is 
submitted that the Jews had derived their name from being wor- 
■hippers of Jehovah. Jehovah is the way in which the nomm 
venerabile is pronounced by the Christians in Europe; but there 
can be no doubt that it was anciendy written and pronounced in 
various ways. One of the ways in whicli it was so written was 
leue — being the celebrated tetragrammaton — and which would 
he pronounced leu or Yu (the J with its modern sound, as in 
June, being unknown in those days), and hence, we have no doubt, 
arose the name of the lews or Yehus, as the worshippers of leue 
or Yehu, and also the name of ludea or Yehudah, as the land 
of the worshippers of leue — they being, as we are aware, His wor- 
shippers in a very special and peculiar manner. It may be ob- 
served that, in the migrations of the Hebrew, Pelasgic, Phenian 
or Jewish race, the names of tlieir different colonists or colonies 
were not as a rule given from the name of the Jews — corroborat- 
ing the deduction already drawn, that it was a name of compara- 
tively late origin, and at first of circumscribed application — nor 
were any of the names given as a rule from the nomm venerabile 
itself. They did not, however, altogether abstain frtim giving these 
names to places, but they seem to have been not nearly so numer- 
ous as compared with the appellatives derived from tlie other names 
of, and in connection with, the race, as already specified. It is, 
however, most interesting to observe, that, whatever may have 



been tlie differenl names uf the race as a distinct people in difFei" 
ent places in ancient times, these appear to be almos-t all now lost 
as living names; and those vv hie li remain in the presenl day, as 
the names of a distinct race of people, such as the Karaites in the 
Crimea, and the Falasha in Abjrssinia, are, and have long been, 
all covered by the great general name of Jew. 

Having now gut through with the task of indicating the names of 
the various people and of the various countries and other places 
derived from the various names of, and in cuimection with, the 
Hebrew, Pelasgic, Phenician or Jewish race, and, in particular, 
havjng shewn that all, or almost all, the large divisions a( ancient 
Europe were named from them, many of wjiicli names, more or 
less modified, are still retained, it may perhaps be asked, how came 
this race and their colonies to have so many different names? 
Without at present entering further into etymological enquiries^ 
than we have done, this question may, it is thought, be clearly 
answered by way of analogy. Let us suppose the people of Great 
Britain, as now existing, to have been migrating in a more pri- 
mitive age, when peculiarities were more tenaciously adhered to 
than at present. Then the colonists might have taken the general 
name of British, or the more special names of English, Scotch, or 
Welsh, or even of the counties they came from ; and it may also 
be mentioned, by way of indicating, in some measure, how the re- 
ligious element anciently bore on the subject — that particular 
bodies of colonists might have been termed Episcopalians, Pres- 
byterians, Independents, and so on. And, as in remote times the 
colonial communities were each on a small scale, and seem to have 
been numerous, and required to be distinguished from each otberj 
H great number of different names was therefore necessary; while 
for the more important colonies, or collection of colonies, they em- 
ployed the different general names of the stock to which they b^ 
longed, either more or less modified; and thus they successfully 
accomplished the important object they had in view of giving dis- 
tinctive names to their numerous colonies and countries, 

In connection with the name of the Deity, and as stronj 
corroborative of the truth of the views now submitted, both as 
the substantial sameness, and as to the migrations, of the n 



jiown as the Hebrews, tlie Pelasgi, the Fhenicians, and ihe Jews, 
■ it may be remarked, aa to the name of the Deity, that the Zeus 
(in all probability pronounced Yeus) of the Greeks ; the Ju^{as 
found in Jupiter= Ju-pnter — no doubt pronounced Yeu or Eu), 
and Jove (in all probability pronounced lo, or rather — according 
to the ancient way of pronouncing — Eo or Ao) of the Latins — 
the fervent Eoman religious exclamation of lo triumphe being no 
doubt addressed to love — and the IIu or Eu, or Hesus or Esus, 
of the Gauls (Hesus or Esus being apparently a modification of 
the same name with the latinised terminaiion of us), were, it is 
self-evident, all substantially the same name, and were also, it is 
evident^ modifications of the name known to us iis Jehovah, and 
recorded in the Sacred Scriptures as leue or lah, and also in 
various other forms in combination with other words. If these 
variations are thought to be too numerous, let the undoubted an- 
cient and modern variations in the spelling and pronunciation of 
another name of the Deity, namely, God, in our own and the other 
languages of the north of Europe, be taken into consideration, 
and any difficuliy in this point will immediately disappear. There 
is, it may be remarked, an interesting connection between God 
and Eu, as names of the Deity, for while there can be no doubt 
that the name of God is connected, or is synonymous, with good, 
Eu, in the Greek, means g(K)d also. lu making this remark, 
however, we are not to be held as iudicating any opinion as lo 
what was the primary meaning of the name of the Deity. It may 
also be remarked that in ancient Germany and the surrounding 
countries, where the Hebrew race were and are, in such large 
numbers, there is some reason for holding that the name they 
gave the Deity was Yah or Yea, or (in Latinised form) Hesus; 
but into this consideration we shall not enter further at present. 
It is thus evident that the Hebrews, the Pelasgi, and the I'heni- 
ciaas, had, wherever they went, preserved the same name of the 
Deity. 

It may be further letiiarked, by way of corroboration from 

positive history of the fact that the Pelasgi were the same race as 

the Hebrews, Fhenicians, and Jews — that it is expressly recorded 

f Josephus, that the Jews of Palestine sent ambassadors with 
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letters to the Lacedemonians, who were in all likelihood Pelasgij. 
claiming kin with them as belonging to the same race, and that 
the claim was fully admitted. The name of Lakedemon apparently 
means Lack-god; and may this name not have been given in 
consequence of their having been, at least at one period, no idoU 
in Lacedemon, in accordance with Hebrew worship, in the same 
way as no idols were allowed in Jerusalem or elsewhere by the 
Mosaic law ? In Great Britain, which derives its very name, aa 
already seen, from the Hebrew race, there seems to have been no 
idols in connection with divine worship, as performed by those 
priests of the Hebrew race commonly called the Druids, and the 
custom of the race to have no idols seems also to have prevailed 
in Gaul and Germany, and perhaps at one time in every other 
country where the race existed. In Greece, Italy, and elsewhere, 
it was ultimately otherwise; and there is the strongest reason to 
think that the introduction of idols in connection with divine 
worship, would be looked upon, by at least the majority, as a most 
decided improvement. 

It seems too clear, however, to admit of any dispute among those 
who really know the facts, that at one period the object or objects 
of worship among the vast mass of the Hebrew race was the 
heavenly host, or Sabianism. Pre-eminent among the heavenly 
host were the Sun, Moon, and the five planets visible from the 
earth; and pre-eminent, again, among these was the Sun. The 
Sun was known by a great number of names, among which — 
to mention a few with some of their modifications — were leue, or 
lu, or lah, or Ao; Bel, or Abello, or Apollo; Heracles, of 
Hercules; Osiris, Seiris, or Iswara ; Ad, or Adad, or Hadadi 
God, Adon, Odin, or Adonis; Moloch, Helios, and so on. It 
almost seems as if the race not only had names for the Son com* 
moH to all, the chief of which was leue, or In, or lah, but as if 
each considerable tribe or nation of the race bad reckoned ie 
necessary, or at least patriotic, lo have a name for the Sun pecu- 
liar to themselves. It may be remarked that Ad or Adad is p 
bably connected with and means the same thing as the Engl 
Dad, the Welsh Tad, and the Latin and Greek Atta, meani 
father, and is thus related to Jupiter =Ju- Paler, Bel=Ab-El, a 
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Alfadir of the ancient northern nations of Europe. But 
higher views as to the divine existence, nature, and cliaracter, 
were imputed to one section of the Hebrews by llie Mosaic dis- 
pensation. There can, however, be no doubt that names, cus- 
toms, and ceremonies, of and connected with the heavenly host, 
and their worship, were retained in connection with and wt,'re 
adapted to the new revelation, just in the same way as many of 
the names, customs, and ceremonies of the European Hebrew 
sun-worship were retained in connection with, and were adapted 
to, the Christian religion — such as Yule, retained and adapted as 
Christmas ; Easter, retained and adapted under its own name ; 
and so on. And this, it is thought, explains the origin of the use 
ofleueand Eiohim in the Old Testament as the names of the 
Deity. leue, it is believed, means The Being — being in the 
Septuagint rendered by the words To On, and had denoted the 
Sun. The word Sun, it may be mentioned, seems aiso to denote 
The Being, connected, as it appears to be, with the Greek words 
On and Zaon. The Sun's name in Doric was Zan. Eiohim 
had denoted collectively, if not the whole heavenly host, at least 
the Sun, Moon, and five planets. The root of the term is perhaps 
to be found in the German, where Hell signifies shining — Eli in 
Greek meaning splendour, and El in Hebrew to sliine — thus indi- 
cating the significant and most appropriate meaning of Eiohim lu 
have been The Shining Ones; among whom leue moved in un- 
approachable dignity, power, splendour, and pre-eminence. And 
in the Mosaic revelation, the Almighty, in condescension to the 
strong conservative, or, as it may be termed) the customary ele- 
ment in human nature, was made known by the same name of 
leue, and in like manner, in deference to the same element, Eio- 
him was also retained to denote the Deity, though in apparent cou- 
th the doctrine of his unity, otherwise so strongly inculcated 
in the Pentateuch. It may, however, be contended that leue waa 
ways the name of the Unseen and the Eternal One, and that 
the Sun was only regarded as his visible representative, and that 
the name of leue came in this way, and in this way only, to be 
applied to the Sun. This view may be correct, and as it makes 
jlD difference with reference to the object of the argument, we 
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shall in the meantime reserve it for future consideration, Tliere 
is, however, a third view, that leue, in one or more of its forms, 
was the name or principal name given to the Deity by one sec- 
tion of the Hebrew race, ant! that El and Elohim were the naniet 
or principal names given to the Deity and heavenly hoM by an- 
other section, and that these names were embodied in the Mosaic 
revelation, in order to make it applicable to both sections; but 
this view must also be reserved for future consideration. As, how- 
ever, these various elements existed, it may be held, in the mean*' 
time, that they were all duly regarded in the Mosaic revelation, 

In order that the whole matter involved in this enquiry may be 
before our readers, we have further to state that one of the chief 
names by which the Deity was known among the Hebrew race 
was God, or Adon (Adonis), or Odin, or Rod, Bood, or Budha, 
or by other forms of the originul name. 'I he name does not 
seem to have been regarded with so much veneration as that of; 
leue or lah ; at least we arc aware that when the Jews, in read- 
ing the Sacred Scriptures, come to the nomen venerabile, they ard; 
in the constant custom of pronouncing the name of Adonai, that 
is, of Adon or Odin, in its place. We also know, besides, that tlie 
Jews were commanded to hold the name of leue in peculiar 
veneration. The name of Macedonia (Makedonia) is evidently 
derived from Adon or Odin, also the names of the Danai of 
ancient Greece, of the Danes of northern Europe, of the Mare 
Codanus, of the Goths or Getae (G hard), who had spread them- 
selves far and wide over Asia and Europe, of the Gothi 
Germany, of the rivers Tanais or Don, Dniester, and Dniepe) 
(Daniester and Danieper) in Russia — also the tribe of the Bi 
and the town of Odessus (Odessa) ; there being also in the 
locality — that is, to the north of the Black Sea — the r 
Borysthenes (Eber) and Hypanis (Poeni). In Germany, 
sides the Goths and Gothini, we have the towns of Budorigitn 
and Budorgis; and Buda in Hungary on tiie Danube. 
Britain we have the rivers Dan or Don, and many other nami 
derived from the same root. The ancient name of the Firth of 
Forth, Boderia or Bodotria, has long been a puzzle to etymolo- 
gists, but it had no doubt derived this name from Bod, Boodj 
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POdin — the worshippers of the Supreme Being by that name hav- 
ing, it is believed, dwelt upon its banks long before and during 
the occupation of Britain by the Romans — their Christianised de- 
scendants being there still, ^these worshippers of Odin — along 
with the rest of their tribe, which extendeil at least to the Tyne — 
being known to the Romans by the name of the Oladini — that is, 
the God-Odini, or worshippers of the God-Odin, just as the name 
ofGatheli, Gaideh, or Gael, that is, the God or Gaid-Eli, de^ 
noted those in Britain who worshipped the Supreme Being under 
the name of £1 or Bel. But Otadini may have been derived 
from Aila-Odini, that is, Father Odini, for ihere was a tribe in 
North Britain named the Attacotti, or worshippers of the Father 
God or Odin. Tlie Lothians, commonly called the Lowdens, a 
name evidently derived from that of Odin, were known by the 
name ofGododin in the year 491, when Ella was Bretwalda of 
Great Britain. This period is only, however, referred to, in con- 
sequence of a Map of Britain and of its divisions being given In 
Palgrave's History of England as of that date, where Gododin is 
to be found as the name of the Lothians, But it is perfectly evi- 
dent that Gododin is substantially the same as the name just re- 
ferred to, namely, Otadini — thus carrying us back to the arrival of 
the Romans in Britain, and, for aught known to the contrary, for 
many ages before that time, when the worshippers of Odin, in 
other words, the Danes, inhabited the banks of the Forth until 
the Eomans came to Nofib Britain. Another tribe anciently 
living in and around what forms the modern county of Roxburgh, 
snd adjacent to the Oladini, is given by Ptolemy as the Gadeni, 
evidently a modification of God-odin. Edinburgh — now the Scotch 
metropolis— must have been originally a town of the Otadini, and 
snch being the case, it is submitted, with the greatest confidence, 
notwithstanding all other derivations which have hitherto been 
Rssigned, that Edinburgh, originally restricted to the burgh or hill 
on which the Castle is built, truly means Edin or Odin's burgh, 
the burgh where Odin was worshipped, and where his worship- 
vipers the Danes had then dwelt, — the names of the neighbouring 
(bills — Calton and Arthur Seat — probably denoting where the 
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Gaidhel or Gael and the Scots then also dwelc — Gallon meaaing 
Gael-dun, the hill or town of the Gael, and Arthur Seat (Ardlir J 
Sceile), ihe liigh ground of the Scot. If these inferences be wellfl 
founded, it may be a question when these names originated, biita 
they are probably much more ancient than is commonly sujiposed. 
Other instances could be given of settlements of these races in 
iSeotland having been in close proximity. In truth, Scotland, 
and no doubt the whole of Britain, seem to have been dotted over 
with tribal settlements in the same way— a social state which 
also prevailed in ancient Palestine, Greece, Italy, and else- 
where. This, however, must not be held to exclude the idea of 
one or other of the races being predominant. Wednesbury in 
Yorkshire had derived its name from the same origin as Edin- 
burgh. There are numerous other places and rivers in Scotland 
and England the names of which are formed wholly or partly of 
Edin or Eden, all undoubtedly originating from the same source 
— the worship of Odin. The name of the Eden in the county of 
Fife evidently denotes that it was the river of the territory of the 
worshippers of Edin or Odin in that county — where also dwelt 
the Venicontes already referred to as connected with the Pheni- 
cians. Its county town, Cupar, seems to have likewise derived its 
name from another name of the same race, Geber, Eber, or He- 
ber. Othlinia was an ancient name of the same county, and was 
in all probability derived from Odin or Othin. In Sweden, we 
have the town of Gothehurg or Gottenburg, that ib, the Burg of 
Odin ; and there are elsewhere on the Continent a great number 
of places of which the appellations are derived from the same name 
of the Supreme Being. In short, there can be no question that 
the Supreme Being, under a name of which God, Gad, Ad, Bod, 
Bood, Odin, and other names, were forms, was widely worshipped 
in Asia, Europe, Africa, and perhaps America, and whose worships 
continues under some one or other of these names to diis day i^^ 

Ceylon, India beyond the Ganges, Tar la ry, Tibet {Ti-Bood?" ), 

Siberia, China, and elsewhere — the Supreme Being being wo —^r- 
shipped under the name of Budha, or other forms of the origii^ t^ l al 
name, by a vastly greater number of the human race than und^Sei 
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fay other name whatever. The worship of Budlia once prevailed 
Ui Hindostan ; but the conquering though kindred race of Brahm 
superseded the worship of the deity by that name in that counti-y. 
The day of the week to which we give the name of Wednes 
(Odin's)-day is known among the worshippers of Budha in the 
East as Budha's day. And having made these preHminary state- 
ments, it is submitted that Bod, Bood, or Builha, is compounded 
of Ba or Abba-God, Od, or Odin = the Father God, Od, or Odin ; 
in the same way as lupiter = lu Pater = the Father lu ; Baal or 
Bel = Ba or Abba El = the Father El ; Alfadir = the Father of 
AU {or the Father Al or El ?) ; the Brahm of llie Brahmins = Ab- 
Kam = The High or Great Father; and the Bog of the Russians 
or Slavonians = Ab-Hog, Hoog, or Gog, also the High or Great 
Father, If any one is disposed to take objection to this explanation 
of Bood or Budha, and to display much etymological learning in 
support of such objection, we shall only, in the meantime, request 
that care be taken by such opponent of the explanation now 
given, that at the outset he does not assume some merely deriva- 
tive meaning of the name of God, Odin, Bood, or Budha, in 
place of the primary meaning, Budha may no doubt also mean 
knowledge or wisdom, but that is undoubtedly a derivative mean- 
ing, just as goodness is derived from God. There is certainly an 
interesting connection between Budha, as meaning wisdom, and 
goodness, as derived from God; for there can be no question that 
the highest wisdom is the highest goodness, and the highest good- 
ness is the highest wisdom. We would further remark, that 
the Mosaic dispensation, and the religion, at least in all proba- 
bility the original religion of Bood, both agree in this that they 
make no announcement of a life beyond the grave—thus confirm- 
ing what is said by Saint Paul, that our Lord brought life and 
immortality to light through the gospel. In accordance with this 
statement, the doctrine of immortality may, in both the Mosaic and 
Budhistic religions, have been held as too sacred to be committed 
to writing, or to be publicly taught. We would further remark, 
lat it has been said that the religion of Budha is an atheistic 
digion — the Deity being nowhere referred to in the writings con- 
1 with it. On this we would observe, first, Does the phrase 
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an atheistic religion not necessarily amount to a contradiction in 
terms ? Secondly, the Mosaic revelation commences by saying', 
" In the beginning God created the heavens and the earth." 
Now here, it has been acutely and justly remarked, the existence 
and power of the Supreme Being are not explained nor accounted 
for — they are both assumed. And do the writings connected with 
the religion of Budha, in making, as alleged, no mention of the 
Supreme Being, notjusi carry out the principle in the Mosaic re- 
velation still further? Did the authors not assume the existence ] 
and the power of the Deity to such an extent as to deem it unne- 1 
cessary to make any direct allusion to Him .'' Perhaps, also. His j 
existence and attributes were held to he too sacred, and their ] 
knowledge to belong too peculiarly to his priesthood, to be set ] 
forth in writing, being reserved for the special and peculiar know- 
ledge of the priesthood themselves, only to be communicated.] 
oi'ally to the Jaity in so far as might be deemed proper. Caesar's J 
Commentaries expressly seem to indicate, with reference to reli-, 
gious knowledge generally, that something like this was the c 
with the Druids, the priests of the Hebrew race in Western Europe. " 
We have, in the case of the Jews, a well known similar instance 
on one point — the knowledge of the name, and of the manner of 
pronouncing the name, of leue, which seems to have been reserved 
to the priesthood, though it was written in the sacred Scriptures. 
The consequence is, that it Is now alleged that the right mode of 
pronouncing that name of the Deity has been lost^-a groundless 
assertion, it may be remarked, the fact being, as has been seen, 
that there were a great many ways of pronouncing and spelling 
the nomen venerahile, and that there is no more difficulty about 
pronouncing the various forms of the names thence resulting than 
there is in pronouncing any other names handed down to us in 
writing. Of course, pronunciation is a matter in which cert^n 
human organs, custom, and taste, in all their varieties, are involved, 
and beyond these elements the question, What was the original 
manner of pronouncing any ancient name, just comes to be matter 
of philological enquiry. But the existence and attributes of t 
Deity not having, it is said, been committed to writing it 
books connected with the religion of Budha, or rather the n 
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Budha meaning no more than wisdom, the result is, that tliat 
religion is now said lo occupy the very anomalous position of 
being an atheistic religion. It appears to us, however, that ihere 
can be no question that — in accordance with the universal belief 
of the race of Eber— God, Gad, Od, Ad, Odin, Bod, and Budha, 
and all the other modifications of the primary name, whatever its 
form may have been, denoted the Sun, either as the glorious re- 
presentative of the Supreme Being, or as the Supreme Being him- 
self. The former way of viewing their belief is more in accord- 
ance with the doctrine of what is theologically known as the Fall 
of Adam, and its effects, as stated by Saint Paul, but by no one 
else in Scripture, not even by our Saviour himself — while the 
latter way of viewing their belief is perhaps more in accordance 
with the gradual evolution of religious belief, and with the divine 
Tvay of working, as displayed in all nature. But whichever of 
the two beliefs first existed in the Hebrew race, it would have a 
powerful tendency to produce the other; for the lower, in other 
words, the more physical or sensual minds would have a strong 
bias to look at the Sun himself as the Supreme Being, while the 
ligher or more rational and spiritual minds would be disposed to 
regard him as only the representative of the Supreme Being; and 
this indeed seems to have been the view that the majority of the 
[hee and leading minds of all or the greater part of the sections 
the race of Eber seem ultimately to have adopted. But there 
s, it is believed, among the race a third way of viewing the 
matter — namely, that the Sun was the chief dwelling-place of the 
Supreme Being. This may have originated from what seems to 
have been the belief of a section of the race, that light was the 
Supreme Being — light having its chief abode in the Sun, so far at 
least as was then known. Much as religious sectarianism has 
abounded among the descendants of the Hebrew race in Great 
Britain, and elsewhere in Europe, for the last several hundred 
years, it seems to have abounded no less among their ancestors, 
direct and collateral, in Asia, long before written history, and 
', and it prevails to an immense extent there still. Sectarian- 
or difference in opinion, if not carried too far — that is, to the 
itruction of religion — oF truth, 



, morality, and good feeling — 
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like almost evevytliing el^e in \i\e world, lieneKciul. It has no 
doubt been often carried too far; but tlie world, wiUi reference to 
human ideas, is improving, and has in its totality, including man 
himself, always been improving — too slowly, as it appears to th© 
semi-enlightened, ilie unreasoning, the impatient, who would wish 
miracles to be wiought, in order that their superficial and utterly 
unfruitful Ideas might be instantly realised; but the march of 
evolution, in all its majesty, neither hasting nor resting, goes 
on in obedience to the will and working of God, headed by the 
leaders of our race in every department of thought and action, 
until our race shall have acquired perfect knowledge of, and the 
habit of perfect obedience to, the divine law in nil its various 
workings, and shall find and place their sole delight in carrying 
out that law to ihe fullest extent. 

We have referred to Scripture as bearing out our conclusioif ^ 
that the Hebrews, the Pelasgi, the Phenicians, and the Jew^ 
were substantially the same race. We have also referred to an- 
cient Grecian and Latin history and topography as supporting 
the same conclusion. We would now further refer to the ancient 
Greek historical traditions as strongly bearing out this conclusion. 
These traditions have to all appearance been misunderstood by the 
later Greeks to whom they were handed down — their true mean- 
ing — which must have been known to the first Greek priests — 
having become obscure from various causes, and especially from 
their statements having been taken too literally. These traditions 
represent Belus to have been king of Babylon, and Aegyplus, 
Danaus, and Fhineus, to have been his sons; that Aegyptus and 
Danaus both went to the country called by the Greeks Aiguptos, 
and said to have been so called from Aegyptus going thither, and, 
along with Danaus, reigning there; that Danaus, with his fif^ 
daughters, left Egypt and went to Greece, and reigned there ; that 
Aegyptus's fifty sons also left Egypt and followed them; that [he 
fifty sons and fifty daughters intermarried ; that, by Danaus's insti- 
gation, each of his fifty daughters, on the wedding night, slew h« 
husband, except Hyperranestra, who did not slay her husband 
Lynceus ; that, after this, Danaus reigned 50 years, and that Lvi 
ceus succeeded him, and reigned 49. 
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The explanation of iliis tradition is submitted to be — that Belus, 
King of Babj'lon, is a human personification of the Deity, as 
known by the name of £1 or Bel, and also at the sameiinie a per- 
sonification of his priests and worshippers, and he is represented 
as King of Babylon, as that was the principal place where El or 
Bel was worshipped ; that Aegyptus is a personification of the 
worshippers of the Deity undei- the name of Ae or Ao, or other 
forms of the name, and Daitaus a personification of the worshippers 
of the Deity under the name of Adon, Odin, or other forms of the 
name ; that they are represented as sons of Be), probably from 
having originally belonged to, or about, Iran or Persia, and irom 
having migrated therefrom, and as being worshippers of tlie Sun, 
either as the Supreme Being, or as representing Him, or as His 
chief dwelling-place; and that the fifty sons of Aegyptus and the 
fifty daughters of Danaus personified those countries or regions in 
Asia Minor, Greece, and elsewhere, in, or to, each of which the 
worshippers of the Supreme Being by the names Ao or la, and 
Adon or Odin, or other forms of these names, had originally re- 
sided, or had migrated^! heir co-existence in these countries being 
analogous to the co-existence of the Roman Cathohcs and the Pro- 
testants in European countries in modern times; that the slaughter 
of 49 of the sons of Aegyptus by their wives, the daughters o( 
Danaus, represented the triumph of those who worshipped Odin 
over those who worshipped Ao or lu, but that this triumph lasted 
only for a time, when the worshippers of Ao or lu became predo- 
minant. It may be said that this explanation represents (he whole 
quarrel to have been about mere names. "Were it so, still it is well 
known that men, through pride and perversity, will quarrel about 
names; but, in all likelihood, the important question of tribal, na- 
tional, or other supremacy, would be involved. This tradition, it 
will be recollected, is a Greek tradition, having reference, in a 
Greek point of view only, to the migrations of the Hebrew race 
from Iran to Ionia and Greece; but it bears out our general coo- 
diisions, based on the unquestionable names of nations, tribes, 
xuniries, places, and rivers, in ancient and modern Europe, Asia, 
Africa, America, and on oilier grounds. As the fact of their 
leing at least two ^^ilhiopias has greatly confused the ideas of 
lliislurians, divines, and others, rogniding sacred and secular 
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get^apliy and statementSj so anoiliei- country is believed to be 
denoted in the tradition by the name of Aegyptus os well aa that in 
Africa. African Egypt is stated to liave gut its name from being 
conquered by Aegyptus— thai is, by people personified by that 
name, and who had come from Iran, or north of Iran, and the 
country from which they came is in all likelihood that meant in 
the Greek tradition by Aegyptus, though ultimately very con- 
fusedly mixed up with the African Aegyptus — there being unques- 
tionably an Asiatic Aethiopia adjacent to Iran on the north-east, 
and no doubt also adjacent or near to the Asiatic Aegyptus. 

In corroboration of the view that the Hebrews, Pelasgi, Pherii- 
cians, and Jews, were essentially the same race, it may be re- 
marked, that, as ihe Jews — who are admittedly Hebrews — have 
long been, and still are, great traffickers, so beyond all dispute 
were the Phenicians, Poeni, Pheui, Vends or Vandals. The 
words Vendere in Jjatin, and Vend in English, meaning to sell or 
exchange— acts on which all commerce is based— the Latin word 
Pondus, and the English word Pound, a weight, also so indis- 
pensable in commerce — were, no doubt, derived from the name of 
the Poeni, Pheni, or Vends, unless we were to go the length of 
saying — which we are not prepared to do — that it was the Vends 
who derived their name from their habit of selling and exchanging. 
That as merchants they were great travellers, that is, wenders, 
would be true. Perhaps their name thus originated from their 
wending habits; but it is believed that the term wend originated 
from their name and habit of travelling. The Latin v^'ord Foe- 
nus, meaning usury or interest, a most commercial matter, also 
carries its derivation on its face. The same remark applies to 
Funis, a rope — for commerce can scarcely be carried on without 
ropes in connection with ships and otherwise. In the English and 
some other languages, the names of different kinds of ships are 
clearly derived from the different names of the race— such as 
brigantines, barks, burlings, galleys, galleons, galliots, pinnaces, 
and punts. The Latin word Finis, a limit or boundary, strongly 
indicates that there had been in Italy no division of landed pro- 
perty — that, in short, meitm and tuvm in land, a condition so indis- 
pensable to civilisation, had not existed in Italy — until the Pelasgi 
or Pheni had arrived there: and what was true in Italy, before

1 tfieir arrivul, was no doubt equally true elsewhere, or almost 
everywhere else, in Europe at that time. But in direct connec- 
tion with the word Finis, and on numerous other grounds, there 
is every reason for believinff that the Hebrew race were also an 
Bgricnhural people — a people who in all probability were the first 

I to tame and systematically to breed cattle, horses, and other ani- 

I Dials, and to practise the growing of crops. The word breed 
seems to be derived from the name of the Iberian race. Beer, a 
primitive species of barley, and barley iiself, puint to the same 
origin. So also the Latin words fruges, corn, and fVumentum, 
wheat or rye — B and F being interchangeable letters. Bread, 
porridge, and tl]e very primitive dish known in Scotland as brose, 
but anciently known among and much appreciated by the Olym- 
pian Gods as ambrosia, seem traceable to the same root. Panis, 
the Latin for bread, had been derived from Poeni. Oats and wheat 
may be traced to another name of the race, Golhi, and pulse to the 
Pelasgi. As regards the tametl animals, an extremely old and 
dose connection bad subsisted between the Hebrew race and gcats. 
It may be a question whether the goals derived their name from the 
race, or the race from the goats. The Latin and Gaelic names for 
goat are respectively caper and gabbar, evidently directly con- 
nected with Geber, while the English name of goat, Scottice gait, 
is evidently directly connccled with the Gothi or Geti, a section of 

} the same race. The nice by whom the g<id Pan — doubtless so 
called from the Poeni — was worshipped is traceable by the goat 
form of his image. It also appears that goat is one of the mean- 
ings of the word Cossack — and the Russian Cossacks are no doubt 
direct descendants fi'om the Hebrews. That the Hebrew race had 
to do with the breeding and rearing of swine may be deduced from 
the names of the male of the sow in Greek, Latin, and English, 
namely, kapros, apcr, and boar. The connection between the 
Hebrew race and the ox, the sheep, the horse, and the ass, could 
be easily established by their different names in different languages 
did space allow. It may be merely remarked that pony seems to 
be directly connected with Poeni. The Hebrew race were also, 
ss has been already adverted to, the great, if not the only, metal- 
lurgists. The names in English of iilver, copper, brass, and iron, 
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appear to have originated from the names of the race. Tliey had 
coined metal, penny being evidently derived from Poeni. It need 
scarcely be observed that, without metals and coins, neither agri- 
culture nor commerce could progress to any great extent. But 
metals and horses also powerfully aid in carrying on war, and it 
is perfectly evident that the Hebrews were a great conquering and 
dominating race. War has had an exticmely wide and most im- 
portant action in the world, and to denounce it as being now, or 
as having been, an evil under all circumstances, only shews a very 
nariow mind. The Komans were among the greatest warriors, 
but they were also among the greatest civilisers, the world ever saw. 
Just in proportion as ignorance, pride, and perversity prevail in 
the world will offences come — offences which may, in certain cir- 
cumstances, require to be kept in check, or to be put down by 
physical war; but in a state of high civilisation universally prevail- 
ing over the earth, offences will not come, and war will cease. It 
may be mentioned, that the names of wine in Greek, Latin, and 
Englisli — oinos (or phoinos), vinum, and wine — are all evidently 
derived from the name of the Poeni or Pheni, who must therefore 
have introduced its use into these countries; and it must be ad- 
mitted that the Hebrew race have always had a strong love for 
alcolml in every shape, vinous and otherwise. Beer may be traced 
to the same race, the Iberi, and ale to the worshippers of El. 
We have also the Latin word ebrius. The general names of 
towns, so far as tliey indicate the race who originated them, point 
to the Hebrews under their various names. For instance, the 
name of Burgh has been derived from the Iberi, of Polls and 
Villae from the Pelasgi, and Town from Odin or the Odini. The 
Greek aslu (a town) seems to mean the East-men, and the Gaelic 
Eel or Bal (a town), to be derived from Bal, or Bel — that i^ 
places where the worshippers of Bel resided. It may also be men- 
tioned, in connection with commerce, that the Lombards (the 
Longobai'di or Longbeards), so renowned as commercialists, and 
known to have been settled 14 or 1500 years ago in Italy and Ger- 
many, and no doubt many ages prior, were evidently the Italian 
Veneti, and the German Venedi, under the name of Long-beards ; 
and the writer may mention the curious fad, liiiil, when re-, 
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siding in lils boyhood in the county of File, if a man was seen 
'ith a long beard, benrds not being worn in Fife by natives in those 
days, he was immediately said to be a Jew, If not in all, at least 
In some other, parts of Scotland, the same cnnous traditional idea 
prevailed. This looks as if it might be traced back to the time 
when the Hebrew Longbeards of Germany and Italy were great 
wandering commercialises over all Europe. We also know that 
an ancient and most commercial street in the city of London has 
been for many an age, and still is, called by their name. The 
Hanse towns seems to have been cities of ihe Hebrew, Vandal, or 
Lombard race. Bridges, the high original importance of which, 
in a commercial point ot view, we are apt, in the present day, to 
overlook, had got that name from the Iberi, as the Latin name 
pontes had been derived from the Poeni. The High Priest at 
Rome was named Pontifex Maxim us, the chief bridge-builder, the 
Boman Emperors assumed the title, and the Popes style themselves 
the Sovereign Pontiffs. Algebra and cyphers are words clearly 
traceable to Geber, and so perhaps also the Latin Liber (book), 
the Hebrew sepher {book), the Latin Pergamena (parchment), and 
the well known word paper; and we know that the Hebrew race 
invented die alphabet in Asia, whence it was conveyed to Greece 
by the Pelasgi or Poeni, as personified under the name of Cadmus. 
And as labour, not in the narrow physical, but in the widest, sense 
of the word, must be admitted to lie at the foundation of every 
benefit to the human race, it may be finally remarked, on this part 
of the subject, that the Latin words opus (genitive operis) and 
labor, the Greek word ponos, the English word labour, the Eng- 
lish expression " to lake pains," and the Gaelic word obair — are 
all evidently derived from the names and industrious habits of the 
Hebrew race. 

Many other specific illustrations could be given of the im- 
mense value and importance of the Hebrew race, under their 
various names, in advancing commerce and civilisation, but what 
has now been given will, it is thought, sufficiently prove how much 
they have done, and also serve to shew, along with the other proofs 
above adduced, the essential sameness of the Hebrews, the Pelasgi, 
the Poeni, anil the Jews, 
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We think it of importance, al this point, as strongly fortifying 
our argument, that certain statements made in ancient writings 
regarding the Hebrews, under the name of the Jews, should be 
here referred to, as they tend to throw considerable light on our 
inquiry in its various branches, and to confirm its results. 

In Josephus's History of the Wars of the Jews, he introduces 

King Agrippa as making a speech to the Jews of Jerusalem im- 

mediately before the war, which ended in the siege and capture of 

that city by Titus. In this very pathetic and interesting piece of 

composition, in which King Agrippa is made strongly to dissuade 

the Jews from rebelling, he sa)'s — " Nay, indeed, the danger i 

cerns not those Jews that dwell here in [Jerusalem^ only, but 

those of them that dwell in other cities also; for there is no 

people upon the habitable earth whicli have not some portion of 

you amongst them, which your enemies will slay if you go to 

war, and on that account," Other quotations might be made 

from the same work in proof of the fact that the Jews were dwel' 

lers all over the world before the destruction of Jerusalem; but 

the statement now given is so extremely clear and conclusive of 

itself as to dispense with any other quotations from the same 

author to the same effect. 

The Acts of the Apostles, and the Epistles, put beyond all ques- 
tion that, in and before the time of Saint Paul as an Aposth 
carrying us back to about 30 years before the destruction of 
Jerusalem — there was an immense number of Jews in Asia Minor, 
in Greece, in Italy, and elsewhere, 

The celebrated Cicero — who was born 177,,andwas slain 113, 
years before the destruction of Jerusalem — in one of his orations^ 
justifies Flaccus for not having permitted the provinces to be 
drained of iheir wealth through the Jews sending their contribu- 
tions to Jerusalem, and holds up the example to other governors, 
complaining that Italy itself suffered from the exportation by the 
Jews of their wealth in that way. This is quite conclusive — when 
taken in connection with what has been otherwise above stated— 
that the Jews were at that time dwellers in all the Eoman provin- 
ces — that they were also in Italy as distinguished from the provin- 
ces — that their numbers in Italy and the provinces, must have 
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been very great — and that they must have been in no servile posi- 
tion, and must have had no servile ideas, but, on the contrary, 
wealthy, and full of devotion and liberality. 

In connection with the historical, andj we have no hesitation 
in saying, the indisputable, facis now stated, (he traditions of the 
Jews may be again referred to. By these traditions, the German 
Jews are said to have arrived in that part of the north of Europe, 
then or afterwards called Germany, and likewise called, as we 
have already seen, from one of their own names, Vindelicia, 1200 
years before Christ. The Spanish Jews are said to have arrived in 
Iberia or Spain— comprising a province afterwards called Vanda- 
lusia, now Andalusia — all of these names being derived from the 
names of the race — 1000 years before the same era. And it may 
be further mentioned, as bearing collaierally on the same point, 
and also on its own account, that, by the same traditions, the 
Abyssinian Jews— the Falasha or Pelasgi^nre said to have arrived 
in Abyssinia also 1000 years before the same era. According to 
the common computation in chronology, Solomon reigned 1000 
years before Christ; but we have little or no faith in the common 
computation, and are strongly dispo<^d to hold that ihe respective 
times of the arrival of the Jews in Germany, Spain, and Abyssinia, 
are greatly understated; and there can be no doubt that the tra- 
ditions are altogether wrong in assuming that the German, Spanish, 
and Abyssinian Jews, came fiom Judea. Indeed, for any one to 
suppose that all or the greater part of the vast number of Jews 
in Europe and elsewhere proceeded from Judea, would be far 
more absurd than to believe that the Northmen or Normans, who 
diffused themselves over Europe, and to some extent over Asia also, 
al! proceeded from Normandy in France. We know, as matter 
of fact, that Normandy was so called, not because the Northmen 
originated there, but because they subdued, and gave dieir name 
to, and, along with ihe natives, iidiabited, Normandy — a terri- 
tory much larger and far more fertile ihan Judea. We further 
know that the Normans originally came from Scandinavia. And, 
in like manner, as already shewn, the Jews of Palestine formed 
in numbers but an extremely insignificant section of the race known 
as the Hebrews, the Pelasgians, the Phenicians, the Jews, and by 
other names, many of which we have specified above. 



The leading results arrived at in this paper, and especial 
grounds on which these results have been arrived at, will enable 
us to perceive the meaning and trudi of the general statement 
made by the great and profoundly learned Rabbi Maimonides in 
the twelfth century, when he said gens Sabia erat gens quae 
implevit iolum orhem — meaning by ilie Sabian race those who 
worshipped the Heavenly Host and Fire. The observation was 
true to an extent of which it is believed Maimonides himself 
was not fully aware. We have, by an extensive and comprehen- 
sive induction of facts, now shewn specifically to whom the terra 
Nubian race must be held lo have applied ; and we have also shewn 
specifically the world-wide breadth of the application of the term 
— including even America itself, a quarter of the globe not so 
much as known in the time of Maimonides; for, apart perhaps 
From Greenland, we must confess that we are altogether sceptical 
as to the truth of those Icelandic stories, from which it is inferred 
that the Icelanders had discovered America long before Columbus, 
as we are strongly under the belief, on various grounds, that these 
stories, so far as any reference in them to what is supposed to be 
America is concerned, are the pure result of the imagination of 
the Scalds, and to be placed on a par with those true-like and 
most deeply interesting stories known to all who can read the 
English language by the name of Gulliver's Travels. 

I'he question may be asked — Were the Hebrew race preceded 
over the world by any other race or races of human beings ? This 
is a question which, in all its extent, is not so easy to be dealt 
with, requiring for that purpose most comprehensive knowledge 
and most skilful treatment, and also more time and space than we 
have in our power at present to bestow. But, in the general point 
of view, it seems to us to ha clear beyond all dispute that the 
Hebrew race were preceded by another race or races. . This 
appears to be clearly proven by the great body of ancient tradi- 
tional history, and by different expressions in a great variety of 
languages, where the Hebrews, under their various names, are 
spoken of as third parties; and, on the other hand, in the words 
of these very languages we will also find allusions to the non-He- 
brew races themselves as third parties — a result arising from the 
members of the different races and their languages having, in the 
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course of time, gradually coalesced to a greatei' or less extent- 
There is also strong proof that the race or races which preceded 
the Hebrews were of weaker constitutions and dark complexions, 
and that such race or races — itieir constitutions and complexions 
affected more or less by climatic influences-^-existed over the 
whole habitable globe. The names of India, Arabia, Europe 
(Yrab being Fhenician for dark — the difficulty, however, always 
being to know what is the primary meaning of any word), the 
different Citshes, the existence of the Laps, Esquimaux, and 
other tribes in Europe and Asia, and of the negroes in Africa 
and Australasia, all strongly lead to this inference. The much 
vexed question, what was the origin of the different races, must 
be left for future consideration. The Hebrews, under their va- 
rious names, and full of devotion to religion, spread themselves 
over the world as the aristocratic, the civilising, the progressive 
race — that was their great mission — and attended as their action 
may have been with what may seem to be some degree of evil — 
nevertheless they have fully discharged, and are still discharging, 
their mission, having raised mankind in the scale of being, by 
means of science, religion, and all the other influences which 
can be brought to bear upon them. They came in ancient times 
in successive waves over the world, appearing, when ihey came, 
to threaten the extinction of civilisation, such as it existed for the 
time ; but, so far from doing so, they made it ultimately to burn 
more brightly. Diffused over the world in unequal numbers, 
where they most abounded, there also abounded the habits, the 
works, the aspirations of the moral and intellectual nature of man 
in proportional developement. From their diffusion over the 
world in relation to the dark race or races, along probably with 
climatic infltjences, may be held to have originated what is termed 
national character, for the more the Hebrew race abounded in 
any country, in comparison with the darker race or races, the 
higher, the less they abounded the lower, was the resulting na- 
tional character. The lower element, from being generally superior 
in numbers, has often, to a very great extent, ultimately swamped 
the upper element, thereby occasioning what is called national de- 
generacy. The element of the Hebrew race exists in high pro- 




portion in Great Britain, Germany, and Scandinavia, and 
proportion in France and the other countries on the shores of the 
Mediterranean. The consequence of this difference was demon- 
strated in the entire defeat of France in the late war with Ger- 
many. And on this point it may he further remarked, that the 
first Napoleon contrived, with great dexterity, to make Germans 
fight against Germans, by means of ibrming what was lermed the 
Confederation of the Rhine, a step to wliich, along with his own 
great but unscrupulous intellect, he chiefly owed his success for a 
season. 

But, in order to arrive at right conclusions as to the history and 
relationships of the Hebrew race, nnder their various names, i[ 
must be kept in view that, as they were formed into numerous 
independent communities, so in the course of time grounds of 
difference from various causes arose betwixt them, when they 
fought against each other, and the weakest was perhaps subdued 
and rendered more or less dependent, until perhaps the victors 
were weakened in some way or other, or untd the defeated got 
assistance from allies, for the balance of power was then looked to 
very closely. The most ample illustrations of these facts will be 
found in all ancient history, and particularly in the history of 
Greece and Italy. We find, within the period of written Greek 
history, the Persians twice invading and trying to subdue Greece, 
and in doing so no doubt fighting with those who had sprung 
from the same race as themselves. We find the states of Greece 
fighting amongst themselves, and Philip and Alexander of Mace- 
don subduing these states, and Alexander rolling back the tide of 
invasion upon and subduing Persia and other Eastern countries. 
In Italy, we find that, amongst the numerous independent states 
there, similar fightings went on, until the Romans gradualljr 
emerged as the domini rerum, not only in Italy, but over the 
greater part of Europe, and a large part of Asia. We are also 
aware that the hardy sun-worshippers of the north of Asia and of 
Europe freqoendy invaded their brethren in the South. It is 
known traditionally, and there are other grounds for believing, 
that they had done so before the period of written records. In 
Europe, within the historical period, the Roman Empire long 
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kept the northern raceii in check, commencing with the tremen- 
diius conflict with antl overthrow of the Cimbri and Teutones; but, 
when if brolie up, they again invaded and sulidued tlie regions of 
the South near and around the Mediterranean, and though for the 
time the apparent suliverlers of, they are now held to have ulti- 
mately impartet! new vigour to, civilisation. We are also aware 
that the various sections of the sons of Eher carried on commerce 
to an immense extent, traversing for that purpose great distances. 
In short, they were an intellectual and vigorous race, of wliom 
the greater number no doubt employed iheir energies beneficially 
fop themselves and others, just as in a general way the inhabitants 
of Europe, their descendants, still do. 

In a religious point of view, the race of Eber, in ancient times, 
were, with reference to their divisions, not much different from 
■what they now are as Christians, except that their divisions as 
Christians are generally, at least for some time past, of a more 
rational and spiritual nature — a result partly owing to the flux of 
time, such flux giving rise to greater experience, and to consequent 
improvement. With some leading doctrines in common known 
10, and no doubt apprecinted by, the more elevated class of minds, 
the ancient Eberians present the appearance of having been split 
up into a great variety of religious sections, proceeding in great 
measure from their being divided into nations and tribes, and that 
especially when these tribes and nations had different dialects and 
different names for the Supreme Being, And it may be remarked, 
that there can be no doubt that in those days, even more than now, 
wliile the higher class of minds would be more affected by the 
similarity in the religious tenets and forms of the different sections, 
the lower and far more numerous class would be much more 
affected by the points of difTerence, even though these points con- 
sisted in mere names and in unessential forms. But there can also 
be no doubt that, in consequence of the constant advance in past 
ages of the Eberian race in general, but especially in astronomical, 
knowledge — very slow as, in the eyes of the thoughtless, tlial ad-' 
vance may appear to be — sects were gradually developed, holding 
in the main more truthful ideas than their predecessors and con- 
temporaries ; and there is also no doubt that these sects u 
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great commotiorts and changes in the ancient world, both in a re- 
ligious and political point of view. For it is as impossible to keep 
religion and politics separate as it is lor man to separate, on a great 
scale, the heat and light of the sun. Great Britain is somewhat 
in a state of chaos and confusion on this point at present. There 
is now going on what appears to be a great duel between the prin- 
ciple of church estaJilishmenl and the principle of voluntaryisnif 
involving, it is thought (through mere confusion of iLleas), the se- 
paration of the church from the state, of religion from politics, 
Sut this is not the great, llie central, conflict — it is a mere conse- 
quence and offshoot of diat conflict. The central conflict is about 
religion itself. What is the essence and what the accidents of 
religion? What is revelation? What does religion require us 
to believe in and do ? What is there essential and permanent in 
its doctrines, beliefs, and forms, and what unessential and transi- 
tory ? And when these questions are once more fully considered 
and settled in Great Britain, in the spirit of reverence for God and 
goodness, of wisdom grounded on humlliiy, and of benevolence 
leading to active exertion, religion will be more strongly estab- 
lished than ever, bec^iuse more than ever firmly based on the will, 
in other words, on the voluntaryism, of ail who dwell in Great 
Britain. It is idle to think there can be a church establishment 
any more than voluntaryism, apart from the will of the human 
mind, for the institutions with which the human race had and have 
to do have all ultimately been, and must all be, based on the 
human mind in its constitution, in its aspirations, in its judgmentj 
and in its action. It is therefore a delusion to suppose that church 
and stale will not condnue to exist substantially as they have ever, 
done, though they may be somewhat changed in outward form. 
Outward forms loom extremely large in the eyes of superficial^ 
enthusiastic minds; but change as these may, and they maybe 
wisely changed, the central elements will still be there, and must, 
ever be, for human nature imperatively requires, and will 
require, their existence. 

It may also be further inferred, from the statements which have 
now been submitted, that the modern Jews of Europe and else- 
where are but a very small section of the descendants of the ao! 
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'nt Hebrews, though they are perhaps of purer descent than any 
other section^this purity of descent being in all probability a dis- 
advantage, for, as* farmers are awnre, judicious crossing of the 
breed every now and then may be highly beneficial. The Jews so 
named, and ns now existing, are simply those conservative Hebrews 
who as a rule adhere to the Mosaic revelation exclusively — ifj in- 
deed, they can be said to do so exclusively when they also believe in 
the Talmud. While the great mnjority of the Hebrew race never 
were believers in the Mosaic revelation exclusively, they no doubt 
regarded it as a branch or modification of iheir general religion, 
and looked to Jerusalem as having been one of the worshipping 
places of iheir race from a most remote period. Favored by cir- 
cumstances, Judea came to be regarded as the original land of the 
Jews, or at least as their land exclusive of all other people; but 
it never was so, no more than was Normandy the original or ex- 
clusive land of the Nuithnien. In both cases, they were merely 
the dominant race — a dominancy which, as regarded the Hebrews 
or Jews, we have shewn to have extended over llie whole world; 
and, as regarded the Normans, it is universally known that theirs 
extended over a much wider space than Normandy. Many 
of the Hebrews, however, — the worshippers of leue and El — 
especially those in or near Palestine, and ultimately many over all 
Europe, Asia, and Africa, adopted the Mosaic revelation — and to 
them the name of Jew came to be specially restricted — the Jews 

I so named being a mere section of the original Jews — that is, of 
[be universal body of the worshippers of leue. Of these Mosaic 

■Jews, many have been Christianised and Mahometanised — so much 

ljR>, that it is said that no native Jews are now in Palestine at all — 

ttfiere being, however, about 10,000 foreign Jews in that country. 

iThe Mosaic Jews long underwent great persecution at (he hands 
lef both Christians and Mahometans, to compel them to adopt 

■fheir respective beliefs, but especially at the hands of Chrisiians. 
" 1 England, a country where, as we have seen, their forefathers 

' dwelt for many ages before the Christian era, giving their name to 
Britain and civilising it — these forefathers having been progenitors 
as well of English Chrisiians as of the English Jews — the Jews 

I suffered enormous persecution and oppression from various causes. 



religious acid otherwise, and particularly from Christian mercan- 
tije rivalry, and they were finally ordertd, in the reign of Edward 
I. (a.D, 1290), either to hecome Christians or to leave the country. 
Under such circumstances, the great m:ijority would probably be- 
come Christians ; but those who did not— about 16,000— left Eng- 
land, and the Mosaic Jews were not re-admltted for nearly 300 
years, when they were tacitly allowed to re-enter the kingdom in 
the reign of Charles II. Under much the same circumstances, 
the same fate overtook them in France in 1394, into which country 
they were not allowed to re-enter till about the j'ear 1790. In 
Spain — a great land of their forefathers — from whom the Spanish 
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derived its ancient name of Iberia, and its modern name of Spain, 
from these very forefathers — where partly as a consequence Mosaic 
Jews existed in the fifieenih and in prior centuries in great num- 
bers, many of them in the highest social positions as noblemen and 
landed proprietors— the persecutions to which tiiey were ultimate- 
ly and for a long period subjected were of the most oppressive . 
nature. These persecutions finally culminated in the reign of 
Ferdinand and Isabella, when, in 1492, they were ordered either 
to become Christians or to leave Spain. The m:ijorily, we should 
suppose, considering what human nature commonly is, would be- 
come Christians; but a great number — variously estimated at 3^ 
6, and 8, 00,000 — the least of these numbers, it is inferred, must 
have been very much beyond the actual fact — left their native 
country rather than adopt Christianity. The account of the hard- 
ships they suffered in doing so is certainly one of the most painful 
and humiliating pages in all history. The same severe fate over- 
took them about the same time in Portugal. In Germany and 
Poland — the ancient Vindelicia — the abode of, and, as we have 
seen, deriving the name of Vindelicia from, their forefathers — fore- 
fathers from whom the Christians in Germany and Poland are alwi 
descended — the Mosaic Jews were also severely persecuted for not 
conforming to Christianity, as the great bulk of their fellow-. 
descendants had done; but they were never persecuted to the ex- 
tent of being banished from these lands. The consequence is, 
that, as already stated, Mosaic Jews are tbund in extraordinary 
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numbers in Germany and Poland, and lience these countries ought 
lo be held as constituting the true Holy Lund of the Mosaic 
Jews, and certainly not Palestine — a country regarding which so 
TOLich silly sentimental nonsense has heen talked and written in 
connection with Mosaic Jews — nonsense which ranks not one whit 
higher than if all the descendants of the old Northmen or Nor- 
mans, including the present inhabilanis of Scandinavia, were to 
talk of Normandy in France as their Holy Land, to which tAet/ 
were all to go. As for believers in so spiritual a religion as 
Christianity lending their countenance to the idea that such a 
wretchedly physical affair as the return of the ilosaic Jews to Pales- 
tine, is a matter, in a religious point of view, of any consequence, it 
only shews — not merely that they know nothing of history, or 
who these Jews really were, and their real relation to Palesiine^ 
their ignorance on these points is excusable — but that they know 
little or nothing of the spirit of their own religion, a religion 
which says it matters not in what part of the world God is wor- 
shipped, provided he is worshipped in spirit and in truth. To 
believe there is any peculiar sanctity in the city of Jerusalem, or 
in the land of Palestine, apart from their inhabitants, or to sup- 
pose there is any peculiar sacredness about Mosaic Jews, or that 
God regards them with peculiar favour, is utterly opposed to actual 
fact, so far as we can judge, and iscertainly most essentially opposed 
to the leading doctrines of Christianity. "We have Abraham 
for our father" was the cry of ignorant, self- conceited, puffed up, 
carnal Jews; and, however great their own individual knavery or 
folly might be, they reckoned this vain boast lo raise them above 
alt other men, and to be more effectual in covering their sius than 
the much more spiritual Christian holds even charily to be. Now 
one of the great objects of Christianity was lo put an end to 
a Iwast the supposed consequences of which were so thoroughly 
groundless, vain, and delusive; and yet we find Christians — no 
tloubt well meaning, but certainly narrow minded — so talking and 
acting as still to foster the delusion. But while this anti-Christian 
conduct ought to be avoided by Christians on the one hand, they 
ought also to avoid the still more anti-Christian conduct of perse- 
cuting the Mosaic Jews on the other; and it is melancholy tc 
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think lliat, after tlie persecution of these Jews had so long ceased 
in Europt;, it should again occur in Roumania In the present day 
— a persecution ivliich every community of Christians ought to 
feel under solemn and must stringent obligations to put an im- 
mediate end to, and to prevent its recurrence. But, keeping to 
ihe more immediate object of our remajks, it will have been in- 
ferred, from what has now been stated, that the Mosaic Jews have 
always been, and are still, but a small fragment of the widespread 
race who worshipped leue; and it may be further inferred, that 
the Mosaic revelation was not confined to Palestinian Jews, or 
those descended fj'om them, but was adopted by a great many of 
the worshippers of leue all over the world, through, it might be, 
the agency of missionaries from Jerusalenv, or emigrants from 
Palestine, or some other influence. That tlie Pentateuch contains 
a far higher revelation of the character and law of the Deity, and 
was better adapted to human needs and aspirations, than any 
other then existing, even though it contained no intimation of a 
future state, is evideJit. The believers in the Mosaic revelation 
were theretbre justifled in holding its surpassing excellence, and 
that they were therefore a peculiaily favoured people. But they 
held this with overweening, carnal pride and vain self-conceit^ 
to which the Christian religion, when revealed by our Lord in the 
fulness of time, la all its grace and truth, was most diametrically 
opposed. 

To sum up die various facts and arguments in the preceding 
pages, there can, it is submitted, be no doubt whatever (1) dia( 
the Hebrews or Iberians, the Pelasgi, the Piienicians, and the Jews, 
were substantially the same division of the ijuman race; (2) that 
they were well known by other names, many of which have been 
given above; (3) that they were distinguished from the rest of the 
human race by their superior constitution of mind and body, as 
evinced by their higher ideas, religious, intellectual, and moral, 
and by their great energy and wisdom in every sphere of human 
thought and action ; and (4) that the Eberian race and their action 
were affected, in a variety of ways, by the rest of the human race. 
And it may also be added, that it is believed our readers will have 
beea, more or less convinced, in perusing these remarks, that some 
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I of the media on which these conclusions have been arrived at open 
I Dp new views in philology and history of great importance — views 
to the further explanation and consideration of which, in support 
of these conclusions, and for the advancement of human knowledge 
generally, we may hereafter return. In the meantime, we have 
no hesitation in saying that, by completely classifying all the words 
in every language having direct relation lo the Eberian race and its 
sub-divisions, either as the speakers themselves, or as the spoken ofj 
the leading object of this paper will be more fully carried out, and 
much light will be thereby thrown upon early human history. But 
this is a species of work requiring great caution, acuteness, and 
judgment, in its execution, as those who are engaged in its prose- 
cution are constantly liable lo be injuriously influenced and led 
astray by the idols, delusions, and fictions, either of their own or 
of other peoples' imaginations, a result against which we have, as 
far as has lain in our power, endeavoured in these pages most 
carefully to guard — with what success it must now be left to the 
qualified to judge When we commenced these remarks, we had 
no unbending Procrustean course in view, and in endeavouring 
to follow truth in every direction in which, in connection with 
our subject, she might seem to lead, some of our remarks may 
possibly appear to be somewhat opposed to each other, but we 
have no doubt that, when ihey are fully and properly understood, 
they will be found to be in perfect harmony. And we are not 
without hope that, few though these pages are, they contain de- 
ductions, and views based on these deductions, not undeserving 
the consideration of the most learned, propounded as they are in 
no vain presumptuous spirit, but wilh all the reverence, and, it is 
believed, with the caution, and at the same time with all the free- 
dom, which truth itself approves of and requires us to practise.

la the last section is included the name of Titan, so renowned 
in ancient tradition, and which would be pronounced Tetan or 
Dedan, eyidently meaning De-Dan i^the God Dan, Eden, or 
Odin. Teutones is no doubt a form of the eame expression — 
denoting the worshippers of the Deu or God Odin. Edon, it 
may be remarked, forms part of Caledonia. 

There were other forms and combinations of these names of the Su- 
preme Being ; but those now given will sufficiently indicate their variety 
and number, and also, to some extent, their inter-connection, and their 
very great value in reference to tradition and history. What the pri- 
mary form or forms of these names were it will perhaps be difficnlt 
if not impossible to ascertain with precision, as they would be origi- 
nally mere sounds, varying with different tribes, and pven, as we are 
aware, with different individuals, and such sounds would, after the 
alphabet was invented, be no doubt spelt in different ways. Their pri- 
mary meaning has been to some extent already adverted to ; but this 
is a subject which, from its nature, is somewhat difficult to be dealt with 
clearly and conclusively. In the meantime, it may be stated, that the 
ideas and names involved in the being, motion, and aclion of the Sun, 
seem to have been at the root of all or most of the names of the Su- 
preme Being. Polytheism seems to have originated from the fact, that 
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whatever benefitted, or was supposed to beiieBt, the human race, wa» 
reckoaed by them to be a gooi.1 or God, while whatever injured 
was reckoned to be »n evil or Devil, and also from the great number of 
the heavenly bodies. The idea involved in the word Nature 
have originated thua : Tha spirit of God, the All Father, works through 
Matter = Mater => the All Mother, and has thus produced, is producing, 
and will produce, all those various modifications which we term Nature, 
and especially its highest developement. Human Nature, the uuage of 
God — Gen. i. 2 ; John, v. 17. And this working shall go on until 
mankind shall, through the revelation of Jesus Christ, in combination 
with their own accumulated personal experiences, and improved personal 
constitutions, come completely to know, and shall have no pleasure but 
in obeying, the law of God, when the prediction of the Apostle shall ba 
fnlij realised, that God shall be all in all— 1 Cor. xv. 24, 27, 28. 

2. There can be no question that the Pentateuch, while teachrag the 
law of God — adapted, however, as we are informed by the highest 
authority, to the hardness of the hearts of those to whom it was ad- 
dressed, and therefore on that acconut not to be implicitly received — ia 
at the same time full of poetry — the poetry of personification and alle- 
gory — the chief elements of all primitive poetry. The first chapter of 
Genesis is a highly poetical yet simple account of creation. To attempt ' 
to make that account square with the exact results of the modern 
sciences of astronomy, geology, and physiology, is perfectly idle and 
useless, and will always end in failure. It has been held in every age, 
by all or almost all Christians, that, as matter of imperative obhgation, 
they have only to do with the Pentateuch in so far as regards the 
moral law. To give a familiar yet clear instance of the freedom they 
claim and exercise, Christiana are held to be fully entitled to eat the 
flesh of swine, of hares, and rabbits, as often as they may think proper 
to do so, though this is expressly forbidden in the Pentateuch. 

3. While we do not intend at present to go into any lengthened dis- 
quisition on the subject to be now referred to, it may be mentioned 
that, after mature consideration of the whole tacts involved, it secerns to 
ns an unavoidable conclusion that the three sons of Noah denote the 
worshippers, or apparent worshippers, of the Sun, either (1) as the 
Supreme Being, or (2) as His dwelling-place, or (3) as representu^ Him^ 
This is clearly enough shewn by then' names of Shem, Ham, and la- 
Pheth. Tliat these were names of the Sun is well known — Ham 
being the name principally used in Egypt (the land of Ham) — Shem 
in Syria (Syria is to this day called ia Arabic ShamJ— and la fur- 
ther north. We also know that the worshippers of the Supreme 
Being by these names were ultimately much intermixed by conquest or 
otherwise in Canaan or Palestine many hundred years before the Chris- 
tian era — this being the fact to which the Noachic statements aa to 
Canaan must be helil solely to have reference. The name of Adam or 
Adim seems, in like manner, to denote those who were worshippers, or 
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Iqtparent worshippers, of the Snn. As already adverted to, the plnrd 
vord Eloliim — translated into English by the singnlar word Ood — let self- 
snpposed devout translators and most iagenious eommentatora, regard- 
]issB of philology, history, and haman nature, say what they may — was 
doubtless originally the name of the heavenly host, and remains Id Scrip- 
tore a most deeply interesting relic of that worship. In short, the Penta- 
teuch had evidently only had regard to those of the human race who were 
or had originally been worshippers of the Suu, Moon, Planets, and Stars ; 
in other words, it had only regard to those who were also known by the 
name of the Iberian race — a race which, as we have seen, may be said 
to have left indelible traces of their existence over all the world, and 
eHpecially in Great Britain. This being the case, the darker race or 
races mnst be held not to have been referred to in its pages at all ex- 
cept indh^ctly. It was, as we are all aware, reserved for the Christian 
rehgion, in the fnlness of time, to break dawn the middle walls of parti- 
tion between the human race, for in it there is neither Greek nor Jew, 
circumcision nor nncu'cnmcision, barbarian, Scythian, bond nor free. 
That the Pentateuch only refers to those who were or had been wor- 
Bhippers, or apparent worshippers, of the Sun as the Supreme Being, 
accounts for Cain's otherwise mysterious saying, that every one who 
found him would slay him ; and it also accounts for the people of the 
world appearing to be suddenly so very numerous in Adam's time, and 
GO very far advanced in the arts of civilisation as to have built a city. 
And it thus also makes the Old Testament agree with other ancient re- 
cords, and with the results of the investigations of modern science ; and 
thus the value of the Old Testament is greatly enhanced, though not 
perhaps in the way that well intentioned, yet ignorant, or dreamy, or 
unconsciously self-conceii.ed men, who may regard themselves as pre- 
eminently religious and infallible, may be pleased with. But they shonid 
always recollect tiat the Divine ways are not as men's ways, nor His 
thoughts as their thoughts — Bis ways and thoughts being only to be 
found out by patient and reverential investigation and consideration on 
the part of those fully qualified, by constitution and by education, to 
minister at the shrine of Him who is perfect Goodness and perfect 
Truth. 

14. Serpent worship, as it is called, was simply, at least ultimately. Sun 
worsliip. The serpent in a circular form — its tail in its mouth — denoted 
the annual course of the Sun, and thus came to denote the Snn itself. 
We can scarcely conceive, in the present day, the very high unportance 
that would be ascribed to the solar year when it was first ascertained 
and instituted, and also the importance of its proper length and sections 
being directly and constantly determined with reference to agricultural 
operations, festivals, and on other grounds. These matters were all 
withm the province of those who were iu all respects an astronomical 
priesthood, and were no doubt duly announced by them to the people. 
The Moon, however, we may rest assured, was originally the great mea- 
, surer of time— mensuration having, it is evident, derived its very name 
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from the Moon. It would, for this and for otiier reasons, be probably 
held to be the most nsefii! and important of all the heavenly bodies. In 
proof of this, it may be mentioned that, in German and Arabic, the 
Moon is masculine and the Sun feminine. The Sun, by long continaed 
astronomical observations, would gradually rise into its true position 
as chief of the solar system. There are grounds for holding that, in 
doing so, great and long-continued strifes arose between the respective 
adherents of the Sun and Moon. There is historic proof that the true 
aolar system, now known to us as the Copemican, was known to the 
high, powerful, and piercing minds of the priesthood of the Hebrew 
race hundred of years before the Christian era. Pythagoras, who, from 
the accounts given of him, seems to have been nothing else than a per- 
sonification of the race of Eber, is represented as having known the 
true aolar system about 600 years before the Christian era ; but we have 
no donbt it was known long before, though it took a very long time 
after that period — 2000 years — to make any progress among the gene- 
rally much more inferior miuds of the human race, however acute those 
interior minds might have been in their own lower or narrower spheres. 
It is a significant fact that, in Arabic, the name of the Moon ia Kumr, 
88 this looks OS if the Gomerites had at one time regarded the Moon as 
the chief of the heavenly bodies, and hence their name. The ages of 
the antedilnviaa patriarcba, though they have been long looked upon as 
formed of solar years, seem evidently to have been formed of months. 
Referring to their ages given in the Septnagint, and dividing these by 
12, it makes them to have been from 15 to 20 solar years of age when 
they married, and from 70 to 80 when they died, thus agreeing on both 
points — points of nature's own flxiug— so entirely with htiman experience 
in all ages and countries as to put the pomt beyond all reasonable doubt. 
Solar years are nnquestiouahly referred to in other places in Genesis; 
bnt, as the Pentateuch was composed long after solar years had been 
introduced, hence arose misapprehension of old cnstoma, traditions, and 
records ; and through this misapprehension, the text of the Hebrew ver- 
aion seema to have been partly altered for the sake of making certain 
patriarchs appear not so very old after all when they married. There 
were other years, or divisions of time, of 3, 6, and 10 months, and by a 
judicious application of the different divisions of time now mentioned 
to the great ages of mankind in Scripture, they may be all closely ap- 
proximated to the present length of life of our race. It may here be- 
also mentioned, that it has been traditionally handed down that the siege 
of Troy lasted ten years. Regarded as solar years, this length of time 
has always been held as most singular and unacconntable ; bot, viewed 
as months, the siege forthwith becomes of reasonable duration. In like 
manner, when the enormoas length of the Egyptian, Indian, and Chinese 
chronologies are dealt with in the same way, they immediately assume 
reasonable dimensions. These monthly years must all be held as dear 
evidences of the very great antiqm'ty of the records in which they are 
found. And it mn^t be here borne in mind that the Scriptures are no 
more to be regarded as a acientific treatise oq chronology than they ar* 
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to be regarded as a scientific treatise on astronomy, geology, or phy- 
siology. The idea that the world was called into existence 5876 years 
ago, on the afternoon of Friday the 1st day of September, and that 
man was created on the following Thursday, is no longer tenable ; and 
he who would venture to contend that these events actually so occurred 
would only shew his utter unfitness, by constitution or through want 
of knowledge, to form right conclusions on the subject. The earth, it 
is now perfectly evident, from its own constitution, has existed for 
countless millions of years, and the human race, though they have ex- 
isted for a far shorter period, have evidently still existed for hundreds 
of thousands of years. That the Adamites or Eberians — worshippers 
of the Sun — had appeared at a comparatively recent period on the sur- 
face of the earth is true ; but, judging from their wonderful advance- 
ment in science and in ai*t when the light of records first dawns upon 
them, it is thought their first appearance could not have been less than 
10,000 years ago, it being highly probable that it had occurred much 
earlier. As tending to throw light on this difficult point, it may be men- 
tioned that though maize, tobacco, and potatoes, are commonly repre- 
sented as having had their origin in America, their original seat, at least 
that of maize and tobacco, seems to have been among the Eberians in 
Asia, for there these vegetable productions are still to be found in what 
appears to have been the original seat of the race ; and the inference to 
be drawn is, that the Eberian race, who had conveyed them to America, 
had not then discovered, or at least had not then developed, the seeds 
out of which ultimately resulted oats, barley, wheat, and rice, or they 
would have conveyed these to America also — thus throwing the mi- 
gration of the Eberian race to America back to an extremely early 
period. But while the Bible is not a scientific treatise on chronology, 
astronomy, geology, or physiology, it has had, and still has, a lofty 
sphere of its own. That sphere is to inculcate perfect obedience to 
God and to His law — that law which is comprised, as our Lord an- 
nounced, in love to God and love to man — to give effect to, and to 
magnify which, to make it honourable, and to set a perfect example of 
that love, he, the Son of God, and God himself, and the Son of Man, 
full of all the perfections of the Godhead bodily, declared, with divine 
power, wherein that love consisted ; breaking down the walls of separa- 
tion between the human race ; teaching them that they are all members 
of one family, all brethren, the children of one Father ; calling them to 
turn from the coarseness, the harshness, the carnal pride, the cruelty, 
and all the other evils of their ways ; enjoining them to be kind and mer- 
ciful to each other, even as their Father in Heaven is merciful ; associat- 
ing with publicans and sinners, in order to benefit them, and to shew to 
others, by practical example, what his commands required them to do ; 
enjoining spirituality of religion, and teaching that special places, even 
Jerusalem itself, are of no account in connection with divine wor- 
ship, unless we worship in spu-it and in truth ; going about continually 
doing good, and working miracles full of divine power and benevolence ; 
L^peaking of freedom, and declaring that it was divine truth alone — ^the 
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truth wliich ho announceil— tlml cnn\ii muke men really free; by ail 
which, l.hroDgh the hardness of theij' liearts not riglitlj understand- 
ing it, many of the Jews were greatly moved, and reckoning that He, 
the Messiah, had tome, not to deliver tlieni from the power of sin, but 
from the dominion of the Romane, made ilemoniitrationa in apparent 
honour of Him, but only in reality to gratify their own proud carnal 
hearts ; and, by doing so — the haughty Roman power apprehending 
danger from popular commotion, and acting along with tke priesthood, 
who also held that their power and aatho:;ty were endangered by the 
doctrines nnnonnced — He the gentle, the peaceful, the benevolent, the 
divine, full of ineffable desire for the welfare of man, of desire that 
all should come nnto Him and have everlasting life, whose kingdom 
was not of the nature of earthly kingdoms, but a spiritual, even a 
heavenly, a kingdom from which not only did none need to apprehend 
any danger, but everlasting blessing, was nevertheless seized, most unjust- 
ly treated, and condemned to die npon the cross. This fate had been 
foreseen by Himself aa sure to happen, through the pride, the wrath, the 
sinfulneas of the hnmmi heart, and particnlarly of those whom he had 
offended. But, full ot His great and pre-ordained mission to open up a 
way of escape to man from the dominion of all cruelty, of all harshness, of 
all sin, he had all along persevered in his course, and finally suffered the 
painful and ignominious death to wliich he had been condemned. Bat, 
though the powers ot darkness had thus trinmphed over divine light and 
love, it was impossible that such triumph could have been predestined 
in the providence of God to bo lasting; and the Son of God having 
risen from the tomb, and having irradiated the world with his light 
and love, and brought life and immortality to light, ascended up to 
heaven, and sat down at the right hand of the Majesty on high in ever- 
lasting glory and power. These are the lessons which the Bible teaches, 
and no truths that science will ever discover will detract from their 
value, or equal them m importance. Paltry cavilling, and ignorant or 
hanghty and vain-glorious criticism, will never be able to make way 
agtunst the moral and intellectual nobility and grandeur of the life and 
teacliing of Christ as narrated in the Scriptures. And our duty now 
is to follow in his footsteps, not in the way that well-meaning enough, 
hut narrow-minded and ill-judging men may probably wish us to do — 
men in whose eyes the imperfections of antirjuity and of ignorance are 
hallowed by reason of that antiquity and ot habit, but let us, as far as 
lies in onr power, with full consideration of the altered circnmstancss 
and the special requirements of the present times, just aa oni enlightened 
forefathers have done, and were always anxious to do, endeavour to 
raise mankind still higher in the scale ot being, religiously, morally, in- 
tellectually, and physically — knowing thongh the attempt is apparently 
arduous and troublesome, an<I often attended with little success, that thB 
is perhaps more in appearance than in reality, and that deficiency in re- 
sult may after all arise from our not having gone about the attainment of 
the objects in view iu the right way. being also aware, in any event, that 
wisely and earnBstly lo do our duly k orilninod hy Iho grent Tat-kmiit-ter, 
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^^M as in itself a, source of great and never-eadiog blessing, and involTing its 
^^1 own reward. 

^H 5. Without going into any reasoned statement regarding Eden and the 
^V Garden of Eden, the following are the conclusions at whiuh, after much 
^^ consideration, we have arrived. Erjen is Iran. The four rivers are 
(1) the Sntledge (as forming the Indus), anciently called the Ilyphasis, 
and in Scripture Piaon ; (2) the Oihon, now called the Jyhoon or Qxas, 
flowing into the Sea of Aral ; (3) the Hiddekel or Tigris ; and (4) the 
Euphrates. The Hy or Hu, the Oi, the Hi, and the En, occurring in 
these names, had evidently been anciently a common name for, or prefix 
to the names of, rivers. The courses of these four rivers correspond 
very mnch, if not altogether, with the bounds of ancient Iran. The 
Garden of Eden had been either in Bactria or Affglmnistan, both parts 
of Iran, the river Ilerirood, in the former case, and Helmind or Heer- 
mind, in the latter, watering it. These results all tend to corroborate 

■ the general conclasions in the preceding pages. The account of what 
took place in the Oarden is clearly allegorical. The traditions con- 
nected with Noah and Ararat belong to a different class of events. 
6. For various reasons, and especially as further indicating the way 
in which the personilicatian and allegory of tlie Old Testament should 
be dealt with in the interests of trnth and religion, we may refer to that 
curious passage (Genesis, vi. 1-2), in which it is said that the sons of 
God (in the original Eiohim) saw the daughters of men (or Adam), that 
liiey were fair, and they took them wives of all which they chose. This 
has greatly puzzled commentators j but it just seems to be a brief 
statement to the effect that the worshippers of Eiohim or the heavenly 
host, or of the Supreme Being by that name, had taken for wives the 
daughters of the worshippers of the Snpreme Being by the name of Ad, 
probably by means of conquest. Now, as the flood is said to have taken 
place after this, it is quite evident, both on this and on other grounds, 
that these names had been used before as well as after the flood ; in con- 
nection with which conclusion the question arises, when did Eiohim cease 
to be the name of the heavenly host, and come to be appropriated to the 
Supreme Being? Thongh not prepared with a final answer to this 
diCScult question, we are disposed to think, considering the earliness of 
the period, that the sons of Eiohim referred to mast have been worship- 
pers of the heavenly host. 

■ 7. There are, as all intelligent Christians must be fully aware, apparently 
iDsnrmounlable difficulties attending the idea that the Deluge was an ac- 
tual flood of water extending about sis miles in depth over the whole 
earth. If there was such an occurrence, most certainly we have not at 
present the key to the solution of the question how it happened ; for it 
is evident that the Biblical narrative involves ns in, as already said, the 
greatest difficnlties, and natore especially does not seem at all able to sup- 
. ply the reqnisite quantity of water ; and, bo far as human observation 
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extends, the Deity always works by natural menus, these means liaviag 
been formed by himself for that pnrpose. It is therefore submitted 
as extremely probable on every ground that the account of the Deluge 
was originally a highly allegorical way of describing a conquest by 
Iberians issuiag from the north to the south of Asia, and denoted (foE 
reasons which we do not enter into at present) by the name of Noah. 
The same explanation would apply to the puzzling deluges of Ogyges, 
Denealion, and others. To describe a conquest as a deluge ia certainly 
one of the most truthful and poetical comparisons that conld possibly be 
imagined, and which comparison, as regards the Scriptures, the igoorance 
of subsequent ages has misapprehended, and circumstances hare thua 
been added to it as if it had been an aqueous deluge. With reference 
to the name of Deucalion, the Scoto-Higliiand name of Dougal, meaning 
" The Dark Stranger," is evidently the same, arising from the block 
goat-skins anciently worn by the Eberians, and still worn by their de- 
scendants the Circassians, and these being worn by the conquering 
Eberians, who had spread like a deluge over Greece, caused them to 
be personified by the name of Deucalion. Deucalion wi 
as the son of Prometheus, Prometheus being evidently 
ral personification of the Eberian race; and in connection with the 
Promethean traditions, lapetus is represented as contending with Jupi- 
ter — that is, those who worshipped the Deity under the name of la or 
lapet contended with those who worshipped him under the name of 
lupater. It may here be remarked, as an oft-recurring instance of 
ancient allegory, that, when Jupiter ia represented as being bom in a 
place, this is only an allegorical statement that liis worship was intro- 
duced there for the first time. Bnt, while the flood is allegorical in the 
way now stated, it may also have a spiritual meaning, such as was given 
to it by Emmanuel Swedenborg — unquestionably one of the greatest 
and most clear-sighted of our race, let superflciahsts, vaiu and self- 
conceited, though no doubt supposed by their admirers to be extremely 
acute or extremely devout, as the ease may be, say what they may— 
but, in order to prevent any misunderstanding with reference to the 
present author, it may be remarked, that he does not belong to the 
body commonly known by the name of Swedenborgians, having always 
adhered, and intending to adhere, to the Kirk of Scotland — though not 
as a slave, but as a free-born son — to which Kirk, indeed, when pro- 
perly re-constituted, as it is believed it will soon be, all Scotsmen must, 
as a great rule, be held to belong, with full power to split np into aa 
many co-esisting yet connected subdivisions as they may think proper. 

8. It was intended to have made some remarks on the primary meai 
ing of the words Hebrew, Pelasgi, Pheni, and other names of the race. 
But the difficulty in determining what is the primary meaning of almost 
any word, bnt especially of a proper name, is often so great, surrounded 
as it may be with several derivative meanings, each of which is liable to 
be mistaken for the primary, that we have resolved, m the meantime, 
not to do more in this way than what we have already done, beyond J 
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saying that one very primary looking meaning of the word Hebrew 
might be held to be hill-man or mouotaineer, being connected with the 
word Berg or Burg, meaning hill, in the same way as the meaning of 
Poeni seems to be connected with the Celtic word Pean or Ben, signify- 
ing hill, Aryan with the Hebrew word Er, a mountain, and the Celtic 
word Ar, moaning high; and there is aiao the kindred connection be- 
tween Alp and the Albani, and hill and El or D. But though these 
names of the race may well be held to have arisen from thek being in 
the habit of bnilding strongholds on the hills, as we are fully aware 
they did, still it may be held that these names of hills arose from the 
names of the race, and that the roots of Heber (Bur, Pur, or fire), 
Aryan (Ar or Atip=fire) Poeni, El, and Albani, were all connected 
with, and had originated from, words meaning fire. Both origins may, 
however, converge together, as fires were lighted by the Hebrew race 
on the tops of hills in connection with religion and aa beacons. They 
were, in short, the Men of Fire, those who systematically employed it in 
every useful way, who worshipped it, and who were also thns knowD as 
the Angles or Ingles, the Ynglings, and the Flemings, all names the de- 
rivation of which, at least to a Scotsman, is perfectly obvious, and who, 
in connection with that worship, originated the Egyptian Pyramids, the 
Scotch and Irish round towers, Stonehenge, and other monnmeuts of 
antiquity. These were the race who, in obedience to the divine law, 
often deviated from by them for a tune as it has no donbt been, have still 
brought up civilisation to its present pitch, and which we their descend- 
ants are bound to transmit to the nest generation, not only unimpaired, 
but improved, or else we fail in oar duty. Mere vague, benevolent, nn- 
finUghtened wishes, are, at the best, of little practical value — nnwisely 
given effect to, they may turn into or may raise positive obstructions 
in the way of human advancement. Sectional action — not blind and 
crotchetty, not altogether self -glorifying, nor self-seeking — on the part 
of individnals comparatively enlightened and comparatively disinterested, 
is valuable — this being, in some degree, the state in which Great Britain 
is at present — but the time is approaching when, by taking, in the 
meaatine, proper steps for that pnrpose, all crude, ignorant, selfish, or 
vain-glorious sentimentalism in religion and politics, will be swallowed 
op in harmonions, enlightened, and reverential action, when all difference, 
or supposed difference, between the spheres of religion and of pohtics 
will be seen to have no real existence, but to include each other, and 
when the Christian rehgion, in its great leading doctrines. In its all- 
embracing charity, based on everlasting truth and on everlasting justice, 
shall have finally triumphed, and, again to use the Apostle's most expres- 
sive words, God shall be all in all. 

9. The mechanical genius and labours of the Hebrew race, personi- 
fied long ago in Tubal-Cain or Vulcan and Ptedalus, have gradually 
risen by the aid of fire to the mvention of maehinery for printing letters ; 

, of the steam-engine, with its all-powerful, all-embracing applications ; 

1 of machinery for telegraphy ; and ef an innumerable host of other ma* 
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proofs of the superior, the GodUke nature of man, and especially ot 
the Hebrew race, and may said to constitute the very bones and frame- 
work of civilisation ; as by machinery, under the presidency and opera- 
tion of the human mind, possessed and animated by all the benign, the 
Christian influences which have been brought to bear upon it, and which 
will yet be brought to bear — for much remains to be done, though much 
conld be vest easily done, if men would only act wisely — cinlisation 
will not only be preserved up to its present pitch, but will be more and 
more improved. We have said, however, if men would only act wisely — 
this being a condition difficult to fulfil — for the most of men ore given — 
it being in their very nature — to circumscribed views, to sectionality, to 
idol worship, and thence often to indifference to, and sometimes to envy 
and hatred of what is, and of those who propose what is, trnly good — 
when that good is beyond the range of their own narrow ideafi, sympa- 
thies, and habits ; and that even when they wish to be, and when they 
think they are, and when they would recent it aa an insult were they to 
be told they were otherwise. These remarks apply to nil classes of men, 
religions and political, and jnst as much to sceptics as to Christians, and 
to Christians as to sceptics ; but not of course to all the individuals in 
every class. But obstructive, anintentionally, as the narrow-minded and 
ignorant may be, yet, when unpresnmptuous, they are most meritorious, 
as compared with those who, in the fulness of pride, of self-conceit, and 
of crotchets, will set up false idols in religion and politics, a favorite false 
idol, if we may ao term it, consisting in the denial of God, These idols 
they insist on all others worshipping. These are the men who, by their 
way of talking, evidently think they could have made the world and man 
infinitely better than God hunself has made them, unless indeed they 
deny God, and then, like a ship without a rudder on a shoreless sea, the 
sport of the elements, purposeless, undignified, we are indeed at a loss to 
kjiow how man ever came to exist at all, or for what end worthy of 
the name, and worthy of his own aspirations. In short, they are con- 
stantly engaged in the old Satanic attempt to dethrone God. Fall of 
vain aelf-conceit, pride, and selfishness, and thus wishing to be at the 
top of affairs in this world, they make lavish promises that all men would 
be happy, by private and peculiar nostrums of their own, if once they 
were invested with supreme power in these affairs, and thus perhaps 
getting packs of foolish followers to run at their heels, they would fw'n 
endeavour to overthrow all that is trne, oil that is orderly, idl that is be- 
neficial, all that is venerable, and to substitute their own narrow-minded, 
conceited, degrading nostrums, in their place. This sort »f men have 
once or twice become uppermost in France vrith most disastrous resnItB, 
their power, of necessity, lasting only for a brief season ; but they have 
never been, and it is beUeved never vrill be, uppermost in this conntry, 
though there are a few of the same vain, self-esteeming sort here also — 
men equally inexperienced, equally conceited, equally anxious to get 
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L above the educated, the experienced, the jnst, the benevolent, and to ac- ^d 
quire honour, as they think, by being put m high places, apparently not ^M 
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knowing the very simple truth that it is the man who, by his character, 
dignities the place, and not the place the man. A fool ont of the House 
of Commons is a foo! in it, and all the greater a fool. Earnestly may we 
pray that paeudo-hlieralism shall not so far prevail, much as it is pre- 
vailing, as that vaiu, egotistic, narrow-minded, ignorant, loqaacioas men 
should be eneonraged to come into that House ; let us, on the contrary, 
endeavour to lessen their number, should any exist there now. No good, 
under any conceivable circumstances, but evil only, could come from 
such men being in the House of Commons. The hope of Brittun is not 
in class-men, narrow-minded, ignorant, prejndieed, mtolerant, but in the 
lai^e-minded, the educated, the eathohc. And we will not for a single 
moment admit that the narrow-minded, the ignorant, the prejudiced, the 
intolerant, represent the working-men of this country, men who as a rule 
are calm, considerate, sensible, neither fond o! indulging in, nor of 
listening to, vain, idle talk, who, though they make no obtrusive dis- 
play of religious belief, and do not hold snch obtrusive display in 
much esteem, yet have a deep underlying tmth in God and Good- 
ness, as become the descendants of the old Hebrew race, and as become 
the descendants of their more modern British forefathers, distmguisbed 
as these forefathers were for religious faith and strength, issuing at one 
period ui the Puritans of England and the CoTenanters of Scotland — 
men who, with all tlieir errors, were certainly such as none of us need 
to be ashamed of — full as they were of reverence for all that was high 
and holy, and anxious as they were for the 'public good, though cer- 
tainly not taking sufficiently into account the weaknesses and imperfec- 
tions of the great mass of mankind, and having thus had too much 
intolerance, and bemg somewhat deficient in the great Christian virtue of 
consideration for others or charity. For as in general we cannot, make 
individual men much better than what they are by nature, to be tolerant 
with them is a duty. But, by bringmg benigu influences to bear npon 
mankind, especially by establishing additional or improved institutions 
expressly adapted to the present day, whereby they would more than 
ever be made to think of, and to take an interest in, and to devise mea- 
sures for, the welfare of each other — and the more comprehensive these 
measures the better— and that not in a flighty, foolish, imaginative 
way, but by building on the old foundations, well tried in all points and 
Bure, and also by discovering new beauties, harmonies, and ntiUties in 
nature, we will in some degree influence and improve the iudividaals, 
and this will, in the course of time, tell most beneficially on the whole 
race. 

10. In conclusion, and as givmg a thoroughly practical apphcation to 
the foregoing remarks, the author may be allowed to advert to the fact, 
that Le has, with reference to the further progress of mankind, written 
and published two brief, yet comprehensive, papers — one of a political 
and social, the other of a scientific nature — both of which, he humbly ap- 
prehends, clearly point the way in which such progress ought to proceed. 
The title of one of these papers is, " Proposition of a Jomt Committee 
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" of the Legialaturea and Governments of the British Empire, having 
" periodical meetings in Great Britain," first pnbhshed in a separate 
form in 1858, and re-pnblished in I860.* The title in some degree ex- 
plains the object of the paper, that object being in complete accordance 
with the deeply interesting history and the most valnahle traditions 
of Great Britain, Most carefnlly guarded and thoronghly practical, 
the proposed institntion would tend to elevate and expand the minds 
of men in a way never before witnessed, while, having no legislative 
power whatever, but only the power of giving information to and of 
advising the legislatures, it would ba kept in dna subordination, and tlie 
ejxict medium would thus he attained between too much centralisation and 
too Utile, too little or too much being equally pernicious. 

The title of the second paper is, " Nitrogen shewn to be Carbonic 
" Oxide in an allotropic state," — pnbhshed in 1865. 

We shall only remark, in connection vrith this paper, that in it is re- 
vealed a harmony in the oonatitation of nature of the most simple, beau- 
tiful, comprehensive, and self-proving order, having the effect of ele- 
vating and expanding the mind, and redounding in the highest degree 
to the glory of the Creator. 

These papers had, as was perhaps to be expected, very little ckcula- 
tion. Had they been clever yet after all painful stories, relating to phy- 
sical war, concerning, it might be, cannons and rifles, muzzle-loading 
or breech-loading, and their feats, or about some im^inary battle of 
Dorking, or on some other kindred subject, or had they had regard to 
some wretched political party or international squabble, in which men 
will knowingly or ignorantJy insist on looking only at one side of a 
question, — thus doing gross inj'uatice to each other, — it is probable 
they might have had a large circulation. Nevertheless, the still small 
voice of the Goodness and the Truth embodied in the propositions in 
these papers, bnt especially in the first, shall yet, it is believed, prevail 
over, and will help entirely to supersede, the various kinds of artillery, 
with their melancholy and terrible power of devastation and destmc- 
tion — although at the sametime we do not hesitate to admit that offender 
sometimes as artillery is against, it may be and is, when properly nsed, 
a most powerful defender of, civilisation in all its interests, civil and 
sacred, and therefore it deserves all dne attention. Nevertheless, while 
this ye ought to have done, ye ought not to leave the other undone. 
In this way, shall we carry out into full development the great civihs- 
ing mission of the Hebrew race, for we venture to predict that the 
proposed Joint Committee, when instituted, would, through the benign 
influences which would be brought to bear upon it, naturally and gra- 
dually, however slowly, expand into the sublime spectacle of a World- 
Council, with all its benefits. 

But in farther and more commonplace connection with the proposed 
Joint Committee, it may be remarked, that there has lately been a great 
deal of talk in connection with the government of Great Britain regard- 
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ing some ehadowy, superstitious, jaTenile ideas, to which those who 
maintain them have given the name of Repnblicanism — fine soanding 
words, or words held to be fine soundiog — bnt having no real meaning 
as applied — having always had enormons effect in what may be termed 
the French or boyish school of politics. In point o( fact, Great Britmn 
has been, for many a long year, the best of all repnblica, a republic in 
which, if it can be said to have any fault at all, there is if anything too 
mnch freedom ; for there may of course be too much of a good thing ; 
at least if we are to judge from the strennous efforts of the advocates 
of the Permissive and of other Bills to get it restricted on certain points 
— a republic which, when once the fitting times arrive, has always gone, 
and it is to be hoped, notwithstanding the juvemle or French school of 
politics, will always go on, in the path of genuine improvement. Now, 
the nest great advance of Great Britain in that path — an advance to 
which ballot bills et hoc omne gemi.i are as nothing — an advance alto- 
gether apart from personal or party self-glorification, and which all par- 
ties ought to combine in accomptiahing — an advance the time for which 
we venture to say has now come — and which will constitute one of the 
great eras in the history of the world — consists in Great Brit^, along 
with her colonies and dependencies, instituting the Joint Committee of 
their legislatures and governments as proposed. The Acts enacting 
its institution will be the truest educational Acts ever enacted. The 
Empire vriU then be made, in one point of view, to form, as it were, 
one vast educational University. It will weld together England, Scot- 
land, Ireland, and the whole Empire, in closer, in more affectionate, 
in more indissoluble uuion — and Ireland more especially — for such a 
union will be seen by our Irish brethren to be infinitely more desira- 
ble, and calculated to be infinitely more beneficial, than home rule, with 
its isolating, and therefore most retrogressive tendencies — a union 
which ought to cause all good men of every creed and of every country 
to rejoice, and to look forward to the future with high hope, and 
in the contemplation of the realisation of which Heaven itself would 
resound vrith songs of the highest joy. Away, then, with party vain- 
glory, party strife, and party selfishness, at least for a time, for we 
have too much of them. Beyond all doubt, divisions into parties and 
sects have conferred, and stUl confer, great benefits on human society ; 
but all division, in so far as beneficial, must ultimately tend to greater 
unification — unification based on thorough common sense, experience, 
and fitness, on truth, justice, and comprehensiveness of view, all of which 
existing and combined together, with reference to any object in view, 
may be expressed by the phrase the fulness of time. And the fulness 
of time has, it is believed, arrived for the greater nnilication of the 
whole British Empire in the cautions yet most beneficial way proposed, 
at least the proposed unification, first commencing with the colonies, 
will ultimately include India. Carried into effect, this will no doubt be 
one of the greatest crowning works of the Hebrew race. There is 
surely enough of statesman.-! bip in Great Britain in the present day 
to accomplish it — if not, we may then say we have fallen on the day
